Seating of Delegates. 
The seating of the delegates is a matter 


ot much interest. In a place like the Audi- 


torlum much depends on the positions the 
delegations are awarded. If the more power- 
ful delegation gets a part of the house distant 
from the presiding Bishop its influence is 
weakened, while if near it is strengthened. 
The delegations gathered about the Bishop 
are likely to obtain first hearing. The choice 
of seats is made by lot and it will be com- 
pleted at a meeting of the committee cn 
Monday afternoon at 3 o'clock, probably at 
the Western Methodist Book Concern. The 
Book of Discipline provides for the method 
of seating as follows: , 

A plan of the audience room having been con- 
structed, two blocks of contiguous seats, each 
in number equal to the number of lay delegates 
who have been elected to sit in the y. shall 
"be designated, the one block to the extreme right 
and the other on the extreme left hand of the 
chair of the presiding officer; and by lot, in such 
manner as the committee shall determine, one of 
these blocks shall be assigned to the body of 
laymen who have elected to“sit apart from the 
ministerial delegates. The contiguous seats for 
Separate delegations of these laymen shall then 
be assigned as follows: The names of the con- 
ferences by them represented shall be placed in 
@ box or other receptacie, and, after being thor- 
oughly mixed, the secretary of the General Con- 
ference shall draw the same. The delegation 
firet drawn shall occupy seats in the first row 
nearest the chair of the presiding officer, and 
the Seats shall be filled by lot in regular order, 
from this row first designated, as the remaining 
delegations of laymen are drawn. The rest of 
the delegates, clerical and lay, shall then by lot 
in a similar manner, by conferences, be assigned 

fo the seats that remain unoccupied. 


Candidates for Bishoprics. 


Possible candidates for the position of 
Bishop are being discussed, but it is not 
cértain how large a number of Bishops will 
de elected. 

Dr. Joseph F. Berry, editor of the Ep- 
worth Herald, is a representative of the 
younger element tn the church, and through 
his position has a wide acquaintance and 
influence. It is believed he would be among 


the first men elected were it not for a prop- 


osition to combine the secretaryship of the 
Epworth league with the editorship of the 
Herald and give him both positions. Be- 
fore accepting his present position he had a 
thorough training for the ministry and filled 
pastorates, 

The Rev. Dr. Henry Spellmeyer, another 
Prospective candidate, was born in New 
York in 1847. He is a graduate of Columbia 
University and of the Union Theological 
Seminary. He entered the Methodist min- 
igtry in 1860. He has been the pastor of 
Central Church tn Newark, and has filled 
Tull terms up to the time limit in every 
pastorate he has had. He is now pastor of 
Roseville Church at Newark. 

The Rev. Dr. John F. Goucher of Balti- 
more through travel has become extensively 
acquainted with the missionary work of the 
church. The suggestion that two or three 
new Bishops may be sent to foreign fields 
has caused his name to be proposed. He was 
born in Pennsylvania in 1845, and holds the 
degrees of M. A. dnd D. D. from Dickinson 
College. He has been President of the 
Woman's College of Baltimore since it was 
founded in 1888. He was a member of the 
conferences of 1888, 1802, and 1896, and was 
one of the fraternal delegates to the last 
conference of the Methodist Church South. 


Evanston Man Mentioned. 

The Rev. Dr. Charles J. Little, Presiden 
ot Garrett Biblical Institute at Evanston, is | 
one of the best known Methodist educators 
in the United States, and as a candidate for 
Bishop would have many supporters.

“Tt was found,” said Mr. Holls, “ that 
the idea of disarmament was premature, 
and it was relegated to future conferences. 
Disarmament must follow rather than pre- 
cede arbitration, for the arbitrament of 
war, costly and terrible as it is, cannot be 
set aside by denunciation or agreements 
to be unprepared, but it may be diminished 
by offering the world something better. The 
fact that disarmament was not adopted has 
led many good people to believe fat The 
Hague conference failed in its object. This 
is, however, absurd, as the results obtained 
constitute a. tremendous advance in civiliza- 
tion and in the development of a reign of 
law among nations. 
.~ Blaborate rules have been adopted re- 
stricting the rules of war as far as possible. 
Pillage is prohibited. The care of prisoners 
of war is regulated more humanely. The 
right of the population of a country to take 
arms in defense of their homes is vindicated 
and regulated. The chief work of the con- 
ference, however, is the treaty on the peace- 
able settlement of international differences. 
A simple and sufficient system of law in 
all international relations is provided. 
Another great achievement of the confer- 
ence was the establishment of a permanent 
court of arbitration. This court offers the 
solution of the problem of what to do with 
our ex-Presidents—put them on this board, 
as they are fitted to decide international 
questions.” 

The speaker contended that the United 
States was bound by this provision only 
in so far as it did not conflict with the Mon- 
roe doctrine. 

No European Interference. 

Not even in the interests of peace or 
of so-called neutrality, said Mr. Holls, 
“should the people of this country allow 
an American question to be controlled di- 
rectly or indirectly by one or more European 
powers. Nothing could be more adverse 
to the interests of peace and civilization 
than an attempt to ignore the vital inter- 
ests of the different nations and continents 
of the world by a flabby, colorless policy 
of cosmopolitanism, 

* As to the idea that the conference was 
a failure because it did not prevent war 
in south Africa, the influence of that war 
will have a providentially beneficial effect 
in favor of the lessons of the conference. 
The only argument which was used 
against arbitration last summer was that 
it is a matter for small and weak states, 
but that great powers cannot forego their 
advantage of quickly crushing and over- 
‘running a weak neighbor. The south 
African war has shown that for purposes 
of defense, with modern weapons, one de- 
fender behind barbed wire and Maxfm guns 
is equal to ten aggressors. If one of the 
great military powers of Europe had been 
involved in such a war instead of England 
the economical ruin brought about by the 
duel would have been incajculable. 

“All statements to thé’ contrary, the 
Hague conference marked a long step in 
advance—greater than any one had dared 
to hope for. Imperfect, like all human 
endeavors, without guaranties against many 
and bitter disappointments, it will yet 
shine in history a noble undertaking, con- 
ceived in faith, carried on with mutual good 
will and charity, and justifying the bright 
vista of hope for humanity.” | f 


W. W. Fenn’s Speech. 
The Rev. W. W. Fenn, in a brief address, 
traced the growth of the nations of the 
world. The state of barbarism had given 
way to war, then the feudal system had 
come, and, lastly, war had been conducted 
on the lines of a great duel between opposing 
powers. This system, he affirmed, would 
give way in time to an international court 
where all difficulties might be settled through 
recourse to law and human rights, and the 
shedding of blood stopped. 1

Physiciins Employ Suggestion Instead 
of Anesthesia with Successful Re- 
sults—Details of the Experiment.

An ordinary cuff, worm by one of the phy- 
sicians, being placed over her face and de- 
scribed te her as a nose piece for the ad- 
ministration: of chloroform, she was told 
that anesthetic was being administered. 
Breathing heavily at command she soon 
evinced all the symiptoms of a person under 
the influence of the anesthetic.

DOCTORS MAKE TEST TO DETER- | 
MINE NECESSITY OF OPERATING. 


Final Decision to Be Made at Noon 
Today, but the Physicians Have 
Little Doubt What It Will Be—In- 
tention to Postpone the Surgical 
Work for Some Time to Let the Gov. 
@rnor Regain Strength Recently 
Lost by Him. 


Governor John R. Tanner was subjected 
to X rays for ten minutes yesterday morn- 
ing. It is expected the skiagraph will be 
submitted this noon to Dr. L. C. Taylor, 
his attending physician, who came with him 
from Springfield, and to Drs. Senn and 
Fenger, who have been called into consulta- * 
tion. Then it will be ascertained definitely / 
whether the diagnosis agreed upon by all 
three of the physicians, of gall stones, is 
correct. Should it be found correct there 
will in all probability be no immediate 
operation, certainly not during Governor 
Tanner’s present visit unless another acute 
attack should develop while he is here. 

Dr. Senn, however; advised an operation 
at a consultation held in the Governor's 
apartments in the Great Northern Hotel late 
in the afternoon, and the Governor indicated 
his willingness to submit to the same when- 
ever it was thought ‘best by his physicians.

ASKS THE PUBLIC TO INSIST ON 
PROMPT ARBITRATION. 


Declares the Building Contractors’ 
Council Must Accede to Plans for 
Mediation—Strict Orders to the Po- 
lice—Grand Jury Will Devote the 
Week to Inquiry Into Responsibil- 
ity for Industrial Troubles—Gold- 
sier Urges Employers to Reconsider. 


Mayor Harrison became aroused yester-“ 
day to the seriousness of the labor situation 
in Chicago. In a formal statement to the 
public he urged that the business-men of the 
city should insist on employers and em- 
ployés arbitrating their difficulties, and de- 
manded that the Building Contractors’ 
council accede to plans for mediation. He 
issued special orders to the police, command- 
ing strict performance of duty under penalty 
of dismissal, and limiting the number of 
union pickets who may act at any one place 
to two. Chief Kipley ordered that these 
pickets must he kept moving, also. 

The grand jury decided to devote all of 
this week to securing evidence for indiet- 
ments against those responsible for as- 
saults on non-gnion. men, inténding to in- 
clude not only the actual assailants but 
union leaders who may have instigated the 
acts of violence. Indictments charging as- 
sault with intent to kill were returned 
against Thomas and Sherman Moran, union 
8 who assauited J. Kummers on Fri- 

ay 
Alderman Goldzier, as chairman of the

Grand Jury Plaus. 

The grand jury will issue summonses to- 
morrow for labor leaders, employers, and 
victims of union pickets’ assaults to appear 
before the jury on Wednesday.

Mayor to the Public. 


Late in the afternoon the Mayor issued a 
formal public statement appealing to citi- 
gens to aid in solving the difficulties and 
preventing the crisis which threatens. In 
the statement he said: 

The city officials. of Chicago are elected to rep- 
Fesent no particular class of citizens. It is not 
our province to lend aid either to the Building 
Contractors’ council or to the Building Trades 
council. Our duties demand the preservation of 
peace, the suppression of lawlessness, the arrest 
of lawbreakers, and the protection of each and 
every citizen in his constitutional rights to work 
for whom he pleases and where he pleases—in 
other words, to safeguard him in the enjoyment 
of the personal liberty accorded to him by the 
laws of the land. Towards this end the full au- 
thority of the Police department of Chicago is 
being exerted and has been exerted for the last 
three months. In proof of this let me state that 
when Messrs. O'Brien, Behel, Gindele, and other 

representatives of the Building Contractors’ coun- 
ctl were in my office some days ago I asked if 
there had ever been a time in their memory when, 
in the progress of a strike, police protection has 
been accorded more readily, promptly, and will- 
ingly than by the present city administration, and 
ach and every one of them answered ‘* No."’ 
They know, as does every one else who is posted, 
that all the protection possible with Chicago's 
Police department has been given since the be- 
ginning of the lockout. 

Chicago has 2,473 police officers available for

by night. Chicago is scattered over 191 equare 


miles of territory. Can any reasonable man hold | 


it possible for the city police to prevent sporadic 
cases of assault on individuals in this wide terri- 
tory?

In addition a force of detectives has 
been assigned to the task of following up each 
and every case of assault and bringing the assail- 
ants to jusfice. Sooner or later every man guilty 
of bodily ult will be placed under arrest. 

Positive instructions have been given by me to 
every police ‘magistrate in Chicago to punish up 
to the limit every person fognd guilty of an as- 
Sault; furthermore, police officers have received 
notice that failure on their part to arrest each 
and every person gullty of any lawlessness where 
sugh arrest is possible will be followed by dis- 
missal from the force.

Goldzier to Contractors. 


Alderman Goldzier, as chairman of the 
special labor commission of the Council, 
sent the following letter to the Bullding 
Contractors’ council, which declined to as- 
sist the work of arbitration: 

I am in receipt of your letter of the 27th instant, 
in which you decline to cotiperate with the com- 
mission recently appointed by the City Councll 
tu investigate the pending labor trouble. 

I cannot accept this action on your part as a 
finality without calling your attention to the 
‘serious consequences likely to attend ycur atti- 
tude. You have assumed practically the position 
which was taken some years ago by one of the 
parties to a difficulty of this nature—namely: 
that there is nothing to arbitrate. Need I remind 
you of the harvest of blood and destruction, of 
Sorrow and woe, which followed in the wake of 
this utterance, and how the good name and fame 
and the business interests of Chicago were in- 
jured by the occurrences of 1 ? 

I believe that the men composing your body 
are too clear-headed and patriotic to again ex- 
pose this city to an upheaval like that referred 
to before exhausting every means to avert fur- 
ther difficulty. I presume that in your controversy 
as in all others neither right nor wrong are all 
on one side. If that be conceded, an investiga- 
tion by a body of men who are not heated by pas- 
sion nor blinded by prejudice must be of value 
in clearing the situation. I can assure you for 
myself and those associated with me that in seek- . 
ing to act as mediators in this controversy we 
have no motive but that of restoring to Chicago 
conditions which commerce and trade require Lor 
continuance and prosperity. 

You intimate that this commission has no power 
to act. Let me suggest that you can confer all 
necessary power by agreement to arbitrate your 
differences before us. 

If the methods suggested for hearings do not 
meet with your approval these can be change. 
If you object to any part of the persornel of the 
commission, I feel satisfied that- any one, includ- 
ing the chairman, will give way in the interest cf 
harmony. 

I appeal once more to you and beg that for the 
good of our city you will recede from the position 
taken by you, to the end that this unfortunate 
trouble may be adjusted by a method in con- 
* with the enlightened spirit of the age we 

ve in 

W. F. Behel said: The contractors do not 
ask for the assistance of any outside party 
to adjust the differences now existing be- 
tween employers and employé, much less the 
committee of which Alderman Goldzier is 
chairman, whe has seen fit to render a 
decision in favor of the Building Trades coun- 
cll in advance of his committee's convening.”

ROBERTS MAY MOVING. 


SIGNS INDICATE THAT ADVANCE on 
PRETORIA HAS BEGUN. 


Censor Stops All News from the Seat of 
War for Twenty-four Hours, Which 

Leads Military Experts in London 
to Believe That the Campaign Has 
Again Opened in Earnest — Boers 
Continue Their Retreat Toward 
Ladybrand, Closely Pursued.

MASERU, April 28.—Firing was heard in 
the direction of ThaWa N’Chu for some hours 
this morning. Many Boers are retreating | 
Dewetsdorp, proceeding 
by cross-roads instead of the main roads 
near the Basutoland border. It is reported 
that they are in a miserable condition, dis- 
organized and depressed. Many have de- 
serted and are on the tarms. 


NDON. April 29, 3:30 a. m. — The total 
alſsence of news from the seat of war in 
south Africa during the last twenty-four 
hours, it is presumed, indicates that opera- 
tions are progressing which it is deemed 
prudent to keep secret. | 

So far as the situation in the southeastern 
part of the Free State can be worked out 


of the Boers, composed of the forces reoent- 
I holding Thaba N' Chu, Leeuw Kop, and 
Dewetsdorp, is retiring, probably with a 
view to joining in the neighborhood of Lady- 
brand the commandos from the vicinity of 
Wepener, wha, according to a dispatch from 
‘Aliwal North dated April 28, made good 
their retreat to Ladybrand. The main body 
of the Boers is being followed by Generals 
Hamilton, French, Brabant, and Hart, while 
General Rundle also is on the spot, 
The British thus have an overwhelmingly 
superior force and ought to wipe out the 
Roers if they succeed in overtaking them 
and bring them to bay. 


‘Boers Have a Good Start. 
It may be assumed that the Boers are to 
the eastward of a line drawn from Thaba 
N’Chu to Wepener. The retreat, it seems, 
is being carried out without fighting, which 
indicates that the Boers have a good start, 
and the dispatches say that they are not 
hampered much by transport and leave no

cisive action. While it is possible that news 
of such a battle may come at any moment, 
the chance seems even that the retreating 
commandos may get away without being 
forced to turn and fight. 

It is within the range of possibilities that 
Lord Roberts, without waiting for the out- 
come of ‘these maneuvers, may begin his 
advance horthward. This may be the secret 
that the censor has been so jealously guard-, 
ing. The outcome of this interesting situa- 
tion cannot now be long delayed.

Below her stood young girls representing 
various branches of labor. 

Many banners were displayed favoring 
Debs and Harriman for the Presidency and 
the Vice Presidency. They gave to the affair 
a political tinge, though it was intended as 
an eight-hour demonstration. 

More than 100 organizations were repre- 
sented. Some came from Brooklyn, Jersey 
City, Hoboken, Paterson, and Elizabcth. 
Before the procession had wound around into 
Union Square the space set aside for the 
paraders was filled and the spd@kers of the 
evening found themselves facing a mighty 
audience. Speeches were delivered from the 
park cottage and from trucks. 

Chairman Benjamin Hanford denounced 
the action of Judge Freedman in restraining 
the striking cigarmakers from establishing 
pickets, and advised his hearers to pay no 
“attention to the injunctions of corrupt, 
rascally Judges.“ 

Charles H. Matchett introduced a set of 
resolutions which were unanimously adopt- 
ed. They declared that the government of

The present 
system of party nominations in local affairs 
is pronounced “inherently vieious.“ The 
comment on the recent election is that its 
results show that the“ balance of power is 
in the hands of the honest voters who know 
how to use the Australian ballot system, and 
who can be trusted to vote for the best can- 
didate. The review in part is as follows:

LONDON, April 28.—We are following with 

no small amusement the bouts of the United 

with the Sultan of Turkey, and many 
of us would be disposed to bet odds that he 
will beat you. An eel in a mill race is almost 
a sluggard compared with the Sultan, whois 
capable of making a fresh proposition to 
your Minister half a dozen times a day-and 
of denying the next hour the terms he offered 

in the previous one. 1 

I see he suggests a deal, or is reported to 
have done so, thoroughly characteristic in 
its way. He would order a cruiser from 
gome United States shipbuilder and allow the 
indemnity demanded to be wrapped up in the 
price of the ship. If you take that order it 
will increase the Sultan’s debt to you, but 
not the chance of payment. Assume that 
the cruiser is built, his Majesty would be 
sure to find that it was not according to 
specifications, or that certain alterations 
were required. Such, perhaps, as engines of 
newer pattern, which, until furnished, would 
prevent him from taking it over, and the 
end of it would be that neither money for 
the cruiser nor for the Armenian massacres 
would be forthcoming. 

As I have told you, he has plenty of money, 
if it cam be reached, but he isa perfect miser 
over his private hoards and studies always 
to make the foreigners somehow pay for 
witatever he may order abroad. 

Just now the Sultan is busy laying in 
enormous quantities of smokeless powder 
and guns against European cockpit con- 
tingencies. So money is scarce in his treas- 
ury and it is necessary to increase the cus- 
toms duties, otherwise how can the poor dis- 
tressed Sultan manage to meet the bills and 
keep up appearances. Protests, of course, 
arise against the higher duties, breach of 
contract ’’ is bawled at him by all the Am- 
bassadors, but he goes on his way, and I 
think it probable that in spite of the remon- 
Strances of united Europe the customs du- 
ties will be raised. 

_ Even if not, Abdul the wily is not going to 
pay your indemnity in haste. It would create 
&@angerous precedent. You must recollect 
that Russia is periodically hammering at his 


account of the war of 1877. 

Were your claim to be honored, modest 
though it is, it would afford a valuable lever 
to others who want money out of the 
Sultan, and he is mot the man to put that 
eagerly into their hands, not just yet any- 
way. 


Queen Pleases Treland. 

Some little exhibition of fine writing on the 
part of enthusiastic journalists has occurred 
over the return of the Queen from Ireland, 
but much less than might have been ex- 
pected had our minds been free.

One Lesson in Humanity. 

How great the difficulties besetting the 
Commander-in-Chief have been may be 
judged from the stories being told by officers 
and men invalided home. Take this one 
which I know to be authentic, about the 
way the horses were sent to the front be- 
fore Lord Roberts reached Capetown. All 
the south African railways are 8 feet 6 inches 
gauge and the Capetown line was poorly 
provided with horse boxes. When Lord 
Roberts arrived he found, such was the hur- 
ry to put animals at the service of Methuen's 
forces, that the horses and mules were be- 
ing packed like beeves in ordinary trucks 
and sent northward in train-loads without 
troopers to look after them, but merely under 
the gare of three or four blacks per train. 
No food was provided beyond what little 
might be in the nosebags, nor was any care 
taken to see that the animals had water dur- 
ing the four days it took them to reach 
Methuen. The consequence was that when 
the trains arrived at their destination the 
animals were in frightful condition, starved, 
thirsty, and many of them with broken legs. 
No wonder horses treated thus arriving 
in this condition have to be shot forthwith 
and should die in thousands when put to the 
strain of severe work, 

Lord Roberts stopped this instantly and 
declared he would rather march his men on 
foot than allow his animals to be used in 
such inhuman fashion. 
forcement of the rule of sending animals in 
horse boxes and properly cared for naturally 
made the collection of fresh supplies slow 
business. Lord Roberts, however, has the 
satisfaction of knewing that what animals 
he now does get arrive in fair condition, with 
some prospects of being useful to his troops.

BERLIN CHANGE OF FRONT 


PRESS NOW FRIENDLY TO GREAT 
* BRITAIN AND UNITED STATES. 


Sentiment of the Newspapers, Whick 


-—Expressions in Line with the Fol- 

iey of the Kaiser—Prosperity of 
Germany Shown by Statistics Deal- 
ing with the Year Just Fast. 


BERLIN, April 28.—The whole govern- 
ment press now simultaneously prints pro- 
British arguments, evidently having re- 
ceived a cue from headquarters, It is quite 
true that the Emperor has all along been 
pro-English. He regards friendly and even 
intimate relations between the two coun- 
tries as one of the corner-stques of his policy. 

His Majesty's latest evidences in this line 
are his personal utterances, knowledge of 
which has not penetrated beyond his imme- 
diate surrounding, but it is said that they 
are all confirmatory of his pro-English feel- 
ing. 

The Emperor in this is of one mind with 
the Minister of Foreign Affairs, Count von 
Bulow, and both of them have been strength- 
ened in their views by the behavior of France 
and Russia since the south African war be- 
gan. 


Three-Power Understanding. 


They also have been influenced by the at- 
titude of the United States toward Great 
Britain since the beginning of the war, his 
Majesty being a firm believer in a cordial 
understanding between Great Britain, the 
United States, and Germany. 

He has not scrupled to give expression to 
this conviction during the last year to both 
the British Ambassador, Sir Frank C. Las- 
celles, and the United States Ambassador, 
Andrew D. White. 

This policy is wholly disapproved by the 
Agrarians, who are pointing out that the 
late Prince Bismarck always thought ** 
was Germany's best friend. 


Friendly Toward America. 

The semi-offlelal Post, correcting the views 
expressed by part of the British and Amer- 
ican press that a strohg.anti-American feel- 
ing is prevailing in Germany, concludes: 

“It is true the war with Spain, begun 
without sufficient cause, was here severely 
condemned, but now peace is restored we 
endeavor to be just to the Americans, not 
being blind to their feelings, but admitting 
their great achievements in every depart- 
ment of life. The United States has stepped 
into the rank of the world powers and we do 
not know why Germany should show ani- 
mosity, since both powers, rather, should 
go the same path.” 


Soft Words for England. 

During the week even such an anglophobe 
paper as the Hamburger Nachrichten re- 
marked it was foolish and needless to 
anger and provoke England.“ and advised 
_the German people to use more wisdom 
and circumspection when criticising the 
English or the war.“ It is also significant 
that the government organ, the North Ger- 
man Gazette, reproduced the above article. 

The Vossische Zeitung came out with an 
editorial semi-excusing itself for previous 
utterances, and claiming that what the Ger- 
man press had been doing was only giving 
the British good advice in criticising the 
war, otherwise — friendly to e 
land.“ 


Interest War Wanes. 
Public interest in the south African war has 
flagged owing to the lack of exciting news. 
The semi-official Militair Wochenblatt says 
it is impossible to gain a clear idea of the 
present status there because of the want 
of concentrated efforts on both side, the ac- 
tions being small and scattered, probably 
owing to Lord Roberts’ mistake that the 
southern half of the Orange Free State was 
pacified, whereas new Boer commandos are 

evidently forming there constantly.“ 


Prosperity of Germany. 

‘The North German Gazette prints figures. 
showing that financially the year 1899 was 
the most successful gince the foundation of 
the German Empire.

I— During 
the week closing: today the stock market 
has been/devoid of sensational features, such 
aa have/prevailed at frequent intervals dur- 
ing the everal weeks preceding, and the re- 
gult nab been a subsidence of apprehension 
excited by thé manipulations of Steel and 
Wire and similar transactions. Public inter- 


pst in the market is still limited, and the 


auctuations, occasionally violent, which 
were noted in the course of the week ending 
‘oday, were due almost wholly to the alter- 
nate advantages of bear and bull speculative 

s. But, in spite of this, there has been 
, considerable restoration of 
zuite gratifying to those who anticipate a 
geheral upward movement based on sound 
yalues. 

A certain measure of uneasiness carried 
over from last week was responsible for a 
smail volume of business, and whatever ani- 
mation the market displayed was due prin- 
sipally to professional operations. 

The appurent tendency of the market to re- 
cover its lost ground has created hopes of 
better things for next week, and those who 
predict a strong bull movement are not at a 


joss for reasonable argument in support of 


their prophecies. ; 
Throughout the week London was a steady 


buyer of our securities, although the volume 
of arbitrage business was hardly up to the 
average. The first gold shipments of conse- 
quence for this season were announced dur- 
ing the latter part of the week. The exports 
of yellow metal amounted to $500,000 to 
South America and an equal amount to 
Paris. 

Wall street sensibly refuses to be dis- 
turbed by the outward movements of gold, 
agithough shipments were undertaken in ad- 
ance of the period at which the best in- 
ermed bankers expected them to begin. 
Owing to the recent steady advances in ster- 
ling exchange, Wall street has discounted 
early exports of gold, and, therefore, the 
week's shipments had no tmmediate effect 
on the stock market. Financial authorities 
agree that this country may easily spare to 
Europe $50,000,000 in gold without in an 
way disturbing current conditions. . 


Steel and Wire Conditions. 


- Although it has assumed a calmer com- 
plexion, the steel situation continues to 


monopolize a liberal share of speculative in- 
terest. Considerable evidence has been pro- 


duced to show that the condition of trade 


is not as alarming as Mr. Gates pictured 
it in his recent public utterances. Through- 
out the week the steel group was subjected 
to fierce bear onslaughts, usually followed by 
rallies, under the influence of what was ap- 
parently inside support. 

The most sensational development of this 
week in the American Steel and. Wire tan- 
gle came today shortly before the close of 
business, when it was anncunced positively 
that om his return to New York Mr. Gates 
will be served with a summons to appear 
in criminal proceedings, instituted against 
him under the provisions of a statute which 
makes it a criminal offense to desseminate 
false information concerning the affairs ofa 
corporation for the purpose of influencing 
the value of its securities. 


The decline in American Steel and Wire. 


stocks today dragged down other steel 
shares, all of which showed net losses for 
the day. Federal Steel common sold down 
from 42% to 41, showing a net decline of 144 
points. The total transactions amounted 
to more than 10,000 shares. 

Federal Steel preferred was less active 
and less than 2,000 shares were traded in, 
the close being at 60%, a net loss of M point. 
T. C. & I. suffered severely and seld off from 
a high price of 84 to 81%, a loss of 2½ points. 


The total sales were 2,500 shares. 


Activity in Sugar. 


About the middle of the week Sugar became 
& dominating feature of the stock market, 
and thenceforward to the close today its 
general movement was upward. Its net gain 
for the week was 12% points, but this was not 
accomplished without violent fluctuations, 
which on Friday afternoon were particularly 
disastrous to small holders of long stock. 
This morning the Shorts were given another 
twist by an advance of 3% points from alow 


price of 118. 


There is no definite information to account 
for the advance in Sugar, but there is a 
strong conviction in the street that the stock 
is being acquired by established interests 
who expect an early termination of the sugar 
war. 

The bank statement today fulfilled ex- 
pectations and was fairly in line with pre- 
liminary estimates.

Board of Trade. Transportation Com- 
mittee Favors Plan—Directors 
to Decide Wednesday. 


When the directors of the Board of Trade 
meet next Wednesday they will have for 
consideration a report calculated to make a 
lot of trouble and set some members of that 
body by the ears.“ The report will come 
from the Transportation committee. Its 
principal feature will be a recommendation 
that John J. Hyland, manager of the Freight 
Traffic bureau. be deposed from office. While 
his successor has not been determined on. it 
is understood a strong effort is being made 
by one or two higher officials of the board 
to secure the office for H. F. Dousman.

The resolution asking for Mr. Hyland's 
resignation was presented by B. A. Eckhart 
at d meeting of the Transportation commit- 


tee held on Friday afternoon. All the mem- 


bers are sald to have been present except 
Mr. Dousmah. Chairman Nash is reported 
as having opposed the resolution on the 
ground there was no necessity for crowding 
Mr. Hyland out of office except to make 
@ place for another man, but after a some- 
what stormy session the resolution was 
adopted. It provides for the abolition of 
the traffic bureau, as constituted at present, 
on June 1. 
None of the members of the committee 
Was willing to be quoted yesterday on what

Mr. Hyland said he was willing to sur- 
render his ‘office whenever the board desired.

And a few 
nights ago, in New Haven, Conn., one 
Franks was badly beaten after declaring a 
winner. 

The strangest thing about the Pierce af- 
fair was that George Byers, for whom the 
former acts as m er, attempted to do the 


Risineging. Pierce officiated in the Tim Sul- 


livan-Eddie Connolly contest, which the for- 
mer lost on a foul by deliberately hitting 
Connolly when he was down. According to 
the press reports of this contest the foul was 
most palpable, and there was nothing else 


for Pierce to do but disqualify. But he took 


his life in his hands for doing so. All referees 
can stand for hoots, hisses, and catcalls, but 
am sure they, like myself, draw the line 
on bodily assaults.

And now it is the Kentucky Derby. 

Whatever of romance remains to this day 
of a practical turf and continuous perform- 
ance racetracks attaches to the annual run- 
ning of the classic of the South. Not always 
ig the Kentucky race a brilliant spectacle; 
not always is the winner an animal of the 
highest class. But it is the Kentucky Derby, 
it has time and delightful story behind it, it 
is the pride of the Kentuckians, and amid all 
the births and deaths, the rise and fall of 
new races and richer races, of new jockey 
ubs, and new turf heroes, we find it im- 
possible to forget the old Derby of the 
Southerners. 

And when one looks back at the winners 
of the olden days one calls to mind so many 
men of the turf who have gone to their 
last accounting. Some of these men were 
sonspicuous public characters of their time, 
some of them great men, many of them 
picturesque. There is not an old-timer liv- 
ing today who does not have some grateful 
memory of Price McGrath, the gentleman 
from New Orleans, Saratoga, and Lexing- 
ton. His colors were the first to show at the 
end of the first Kentucky Derby, rum back 
yonder in 1875, when horses were sent at 
distances worthy of them and it was fash- 
jonable to go a-racing. 

This colt, Aristides, was a McGrath pride. 
He did not think the colt good enough to win 
the Derby at that and really sent him out as 
a second string. But Aristides was a better 
race horse than a work horse, and he made 
a show of his stable companion, running a 
magnificent race and winning a small 
fortune for his people, who had played the 
stable heavily. That was really the begin- 
ning of the splendid career of the “ little red 
horse,” as McGrath lovingly called him. 

After his winning of the Derby McGrath’s 
faith in him was unbounded. There is a 
tale that later on at one of the Eastern 
sourses where pool selling was not per- 
mitted, McGrath backed the whole race 
sourse to a standstill at out-of-hand betting. 
When he had exhausted his ready money 
he merely made memoranda of the bets. 
which were made him. 

So numerous were these little slips of paper 
that he filled his hat to the brim with them. 
Some of his friends feared that the old gen- 
tleman might be overplaying himself and 
remonstrated with him. Tou might have 
some difficulty in settling.“ they said. Set- 
tling, did you say? Why, gentlemen, the 
little red horse will attend to that,“ and Me- 
Greath went on taking the money. Had the 
little red horse not been himself that day 
it is doubtful if McGrath’s old age would 
have been so graceful a.period of his life, or 
whether he would have brewed so many of 
those champagne punches with which he 
was wont to delight thepalates of his guests 
on the Kentucky farm. 

Those were glad days in Dixie when Me- 
Grath would gather his friends from North 
and South and around his Tom Bowling 
punch bowl tell the tales of how the little 
red horse won the Derby. According to the 
lines that were so popular with breeders at 
that time Aristides was bred in the purple. 
He was got by Leamington, out of Sarong, 
by Lexington, she out of Greek Slave, by 
Glencoe. There was the grand old Lexing- 
ton-Glencoe mix, with a Leamington cross. 

Nothing could be compiled in the stud book 
that would beat that, and the little red horse 
was expected to be as great a stallion as 
he was a racehorse. But he was an absolute 
failure in the latter regard, and with the 
close of his racing days his career in the 
public eye was ended. He was a gallant fel- 
low under the silk, that first winner of the 
Derby, and we remember him with a cer- 
tain reverence both for his personal quality 
end for the ownership in which he ran. 

— 
The second winner was not so famous a 


* horse, but he ran in the colors of a famous 


and Western tracks. 


master—Mr. William Astor. The Astors took 
quite an interest in racing in those days and 
owned many cup horses. The colors were 
earried first home in the Kentucky, Derby 
of the centennial year by Vagrant, a Son of 
Virgil. Vagrant ran many other good races 
during his career, but the Kentucky Derby 
alone saves him from oblivion. 

It was in the colors of an old Kentuckian 
that Baden-Baden won the Derby in 1877. 
Mr. D. Swigert was the owner of the win- 
ner. He was another horse of which much 
Was expected as a stallion. He was got by 
imp. Australian, out of Lavender, by Wag- 
ner, she out of Alice Carneal, the dam of 
Lexington. There was reason to suppose 
that Baden-Baden might reproduce himself 
or sire a better one. Mr. William Astor took 
him to the old Ferncliffe Stud, where he 
had the best of opportunities, but it is only 
now and then that one sees his name in a 
pedigree, and it is not impressive where it 
appears. 


T. J. Nichol’s Day Star and Darden & 

Co."s Lord Murphy were successive win- 
ners, and of their subsequent careers there 
is but little to say, but the conqueror of 
the next summer, 1880, was all over a horse 
for the track, and a sire of more than 
ordinary merit. He was Fonso, the son 
of King Alfonso, who won in the colors of 
J. W. Shawhan. The Derby was his first 
reh stake, but before he retired he had 
Bhown his heels to the best in the land, 
and after he went to the farm, he sent 
his sons, Ben Elder, First Mate, Florenso, 
Judge Denny, Lord Zeni, McMeekin, Con- 
falon, and that sort to keep his name as 
Prominentiy in the public eye as he was 
himself after his name had been flashed as a 


Derby winner.

There have been twenty-five victors in 
the Kentucky race, but they may all be put 
together on one side, and against them on 
the other the winner in 1881, and that win- 
ser in the public estimation would probably 
be held at a higher valuation than all the 
Others that preceded and that have followed 
him. For he was Hindoo. About every 
two years we have the horse of the cen- 
tury.“ Every time one comes out and 
acts like a racehorse ought to act, we get 
fo talking about him as a century horse. 
Hindoo was one. He set a standard just 
as Lexington did. To this day, when some 
impossible task is asked of a horse, it is our 
fashion of say., Why, it would take a’ 
Hindoo to do that.“ In our turf history 
there are two horses to whom we refer al- 
Ways as mighty.“ One of them is Lexing- 
ton; the other Hindoo. We occasionally 
Sive the title to some other, but it doesn’t 
Stick. Lexington and Hindoo were the 
mighty ones; the others are so by courtesy 


‘born of temporary enthusiasm. : 


If was in the Kentucky Derby of 1881 that 
We first had a realization of the great son of 
Virgil. The Dwyers were coming to the 
front then, but Hindoo fixed them in their 
Position on the American turf and made 
them for years almost the central figures 
of it. Rhadamanthus gave them their 
Start, but it was Hindoo that carried them 
to fame, while he was galloping himself 
into a niche of his own. 

If you love a horse you do not wish to see 
his memory dimmed after his name passes 
from the deed of the day. So if you knew 
Hindoo and admired him, you experienced 
new pleasure. when, after a few years of 
fétirement to the stud Hindoo sent back to 
represent him his son Hanover. He sent 
Others and others, but Hanover alone would 
have sufficed, so great a representative of a 
reat family he was. So we know Hindoo 
a8 a Kentucky Derby winner and the best of 
them, as a maker of a remarkable racing 
firm, and as a sire of high degree. None like 

ever finished in the Derby; one may 
Rot for many, many years.

Morris & Co.’s Apollo, a fairish horse, won 
the race in 1882, and then Chinn & Morgan, 
the former of these being that same Jack 
Chinn of whom we hear so much in these 
hectic days in Kentucky, pulled down the 
Mum with Leonatus. He was a good Rorse, 
Winning a long roll for his owners on Eastern 
Indeed, he was the 
best thing that ever carried the colors of the 
cla firm. He went into the stud and sent 
Dack Evanatus, Free Advice, Leo Lake, 
Veonawell, Libertine, Pink Coat, and Tillo, 
Suburban horse. to represent him. As a 
Matter of fact he has made a better showing

But the horse is best remembered for his 
Derby and for the existence due to-him of 
Dr. Sheppard, plegate, Jefferson, Kite 
Foot, Sun Up, and others. Buchanan died 
early in his stud career or we might haye 
known him even more favorably as a sire 
of winners. | | 

Joe Cotton, a * enough campaigner, run- 
ning in the colors of J. T. Williams, won the 
Derby of 1885, and then went on to a long 
and honorable career as a racehorse, losing 
his hold on the public eye when his last 
footfall was heard on the track. But he 
lasted long and was always a horse of class. 

It was just about that time that James B. 
Haggin, the wealthy Californian, had got 
well into racing, and he made an Eastern 
campaign, having in his stable the Kentucky 
bred colt Ben All and the California bred 
youngster Hidalgo. Ben Ali was named for 
Mr. Haggin's favorite son, and was the pick 
of his owner from among as many as fifty 
horses in training. So he started him for the 


Kentucky prize. It is doubtful if any of the 


after victories which came to his stable in 
the running of Salvator, or Firenzi, or any 
others that won great stakes for him brought 
to him the glow of pride which was his when 
he saw Ben Ali finish first in the old South- 
ern race. 

And right behind Ben Ali in that race was 
a horse that gave Mr. Haggin a shock later 
on in that best of all finishes for the Brook- 
lyn; that finish which is yet pictured on the 
stationary of the Brooklyn Jockey club, 
whén there were thrée noses on the post, be- 
longing to Dry Monopole, Blue Wing, and 
Hidalgo. 

Not only did Ben All beat a grand fiela of 
horses. but he set a new record for the race. 
running it in 2:36%. After a career that had 
some merit to it, Ben Ali was put into the 
stud on the Rancho del Paso in California. 
He has had representation through several 
colts and fillies of his getting, but he did not 


show quality enough to suit his owner, and 


he is now practically on the dead list. 
Montrose and Macbeth II. were the win- 
ners in the following years, and then in 1889 
there was a stirring contest when Spokane 
beat Proctor Knott. No other horse was 
conceded to have a chance that day, and it 
was practically a duel between Spokane of 
the Montana stable and Proctor Knott, the 
Futurity winner, in Sam Bryant's colors. It 
Was a battle royal, one of the most thrilling 
that the Kentucky Derby ever furnished. 
ending with a head finish and a new record 
for the race, a record which still stands. At 
the end of the mile and a half, with almost 
nothing separating the two, the watches 
stopped at 2:34%. Any horse that canstopa 
watch at that notch is worth a bow from you. 
Spokane was an erratic brute, and in after 


days was not to be depended upon, but that 


spring he made good his Louisville form by 
coming on to Chicago and winning the 
American Derby. He is the only horse that 
has yet accomplished the winning of both 
these events. Some folks never will con- 
cede that Spokane was a good racehorse. 
Perhaps he was not, but two Derbies, one 
of them a record race, and the scalp of a 
Futurity winner of unquestigned class would 
indicate that he was worth a mans while. 
—— 

Ed Corrigan always had a fancy for Der- 
bies. He won the first American with Mod- 
esty, and-he has wanted to win another ever 
since. Had Riley been eligible when the 
American was run in 1890 there might have 
been another double-event winner, for when 
that good son of Longfellow cut loose in the 
Kentucky Derby of that year there was 
nothing else to the Southern race. With 
Bill Letcher, Robespterre, and others be- 
hind him, Riley ran a grand race and gave 
to Mr. Corrigan a hint of how much of a 
racehorse he owned. Riley was not in the 
American, and the absence of that engage- 
ment has been a source of regret to his owner 
always. | 

After Riley’s winning there came a series 
of indifferent races,won by indifferent horses 
or horses that did not come on after the 
Derby and shew good quality. In turn were 
Kingman, Azra, Lookout, Chant, and Halma, 
none of them really high-class horses. The 
fortune of racing was never more curiously 
illustrated than in the case of Cushing & 
Orth, who owned Lookout. They also owned 
Boundless, and they started the pair in the 
Kentucky Derby. Lookout was an easy 
winner and Boundless was third. Then the 
stable journeyed to Chicago and the pair 
started in the richest of all the Derbies. 
This time Boundless dropped out of the 
sky and won the $50,000 that was hung up 
there for him, and Lookout, with all the 
glory of the Kentucky Derby attaching to 
him, was nowhere. That was a sweet Derby 
year for Messrs. Cushing & Orth. | 

Because of a falling off in the number of 
entries and of a foolish idea that so early 
in the season a 3-year-old should not be 
asked to go so far, the Louisville Jockey 
club cut the distance of the race down from 
the proper route of a mile and a half to a 
mile and a quarter, still retaining the name 
of Derby. When that step was taken much 


of the glory of the old race was left behind, 


and a new kind of horse and a new kind of 
race were born. 

Ben Brush was the winner in 1896 of this 
first mile and a quarter Derby. running a 
good race for the distance and doing it in 
2:07%, having Ben Eder, his spring rival, 
behind was. Brush went on East and was 


just about as handy a 38-year-old as the East- 


ern turf afforded in his year. He was a 
handicap horse of the kind which a betting 
man loves, and his followers about New 
York found him a profitable medium. In 
1897 Typhoon II. did what he was never able 
to do agaih. He won the Derby and beat 
Ornament, Patterson's colt finishing in the 
place. But what a difference between the 
careers of the two horses after they left 
Louisville. Typhoon II. was fast and won 
many races, but Ornament went on and on 
collecting stakes until there came a time 
when they called him king. N 

The Derby furnished a fair race in 1898, 
when Plaudit, Lieber Karl, and Isabey were 
the three at the finish of it. Plaudit could 
run some and did run some after that. but it 
was his easy winning of the Kentucky Derby 
that gave him fame and enabled John Mad- 
den, the trader, to sell him for a big figure. 
Lieber Karl lived to be a handicap horse of 
almost the first quality, and would have been 
a factor in those events on the Western turf 
this year had not an injury recently received 
put him out of training. The winner last 
year was Manuel, and it will be remembered 
that the race was not a satisfactory one from 
any point of view. et hy

Scoggan will have his 
horses fit and if Gibson is not right at him- 
self one of these might get to him at the 
end. 

‘Thrive must also, be considered on his re- 
cent running.

Kankakee killed off all of the wild rice, 
which was the main food of the wild ducks, 
but if the wild rice had not died the carp 
would have eaten it up anyway. It lives on 
the roots of the marsh vegetation, and it 

eeps the Kankakee River, naturally a noble 
bass water, continually roiled and disturbed, 
so that the bass are growing less and less 
each year in that stream. The snipe hunter 
who walks across the marsh sees a continual 
flapping and splashing around in every wet 
place, and dia he care to do so he could killa 
hundred carp a day with hisshotgun. If one 
were permitted to use a bow and barbed 
arrow on this fish there might really be some 
sport got out of him. It is an easy guess 
that one could kill many scores of them 
every day on the Kankakee marsh with no 
other means than a bow and arrow. They 
swim aboyt with their backs out of water 
within a few feet of the passing hunter. 
They are ruining the marsh and the river, 


‘just as they are ruining many other streams 


in Indiana and Illinois. The Fish commis- 
sion of this State made a wretched mistake 
when it introduced this nuisance into our 
waters. The genuine Kankakee man, al- 
though he will eat dogfish, draws the line at 
carp. You lose caste on the Kankakee 
if you intimate that you ever ate carp or ever

The weather has been growing steadily 


milder during the last week. Doubtless the 


snipe or plover hunter who has sat down to 
rest for a few moments in the heat of the day 
has noticed the clouds of little gnats and 
files which filled the air about him. This had 
no special significance to him unless he were 
a fly fisher. The angler who notices them 
knows well that their presence means that 
trout will now take the fly. This supposition 
is borne out by facts. 
Trout Fishing in Wisconsin. 

Already some. nice takes of trout have 
been made in Wisconsin. -Up near Waupaca, 
in Wisconsin, there are a number of trout 
streams, most of them small. Of these 
streams one or two are owned by private 
parties. 
streams that the best catch of trout of the 
past week took place. One hundred and 
fifty nice fish were killed by one rod within 
two days, fly fishing exclusively. There is 
no doubt whatever that within the next 
ten days the impatient fly fisher will be 
safe in going out for his first trout trip. 
The Evergreen River of Wisconsin was 
naturally a good trout stream until it was 
fished to death by.the market fishers. Then 
it was let alone for awhile and restocked, 
and it is reported now to be a good trout 
water, showing some large fish. It is a 
deep, cold stream and has been worked 
more with bait than with the fly. 

The Ontanoganis is a good trout stream 
and it lasts later in the season than some 
of the lower streams of Wisconsin. This 
river is well worth keeping in mind. From 
Watersmeet there are some fairly good 
trout waters accessible. May 15 is early 
enough for this country: 

The Brulé River is of ancient and dis- 
tinguished fame as a trout stream. Its 
history is much like that of other Wisconsin 
streams. It was fished to death more than 
twenty years ago, was forsaken, and finally 
recovered When nature was ieft to her own 
way for a while. There are big trout in 
the Brulé today, though it has a reputation 
of being a capricious water, and oné usually 
yielding better returns to the bait than to 
the fly. The Thompson boys of Lake Vieux 
Desert say they have no trouble in getting 
good baskets of trout almost any day they 
want on the Brulé, not far from Lake Vieux 
Desert. 

The Middle Inlet of that country had al- 
ways carried a many trout in its dif- 
ferent little streams. It is mostly bait 
fishing there and-in a tangled and overhung 
water. The Pike, the Wausaukee, and 
Eagle Creek, waters used to some extent 
by the Wausaukee and Gaylord clubs, are 
— better streams than the Middle Inlet 


Angling in Michigan Streams. 

The Pere Marquette and Boardman, the 
Manistee, and the Ausable, all streams of 
the Lower Peninsula of Michigan, continue 
to take front rank in the angling waters of 
that State. They are all waters which pro- 
duce the rainbow trout, and this fish now at- 
tains weights of two, three, and five pounds 
in the Lower Peninsula of Michigan. The 
rainbow offers better sport than the brook 
trout in the opinion. of most of our anglersy 
For the speckled trout: of our forefathers, 
they may. still rely upon Wisconsin, but the 
best of the rainbow fishing is in the Lower 
Peninsula of Michigan. There is every rea- 
son for supposing that the rainbow product 
will be better this summer than it ever was 
before. We are gradually getting to a place 
where the old, reckless methods of trout 
slaughter are discouraged not only by law 
but by public sentiment. Chicago has at her 
doors a magnificent shooting and angling 
country, provided the people of that country 
only care enough for it to husband its re- 
sources. 

One of the most important events for 
Western sportsmen which have taken place 
this spring has been going on at Washing- 
ton, D. C., quietly and without much flourish 
of trumpets. This is the movement for the 
establishment of the Minnesota National 
Park, at the head waters of the Mississippi 
River. The measure appointing a Congres- 
sional commission of inquiry, made up from 
the Senate and House of Representatives, 
was last week referred by the joint com- 
mittee to a subcommittee. It is still in the 
hands of the subcommittee, and advices re- 
ceived in Chicago give reason to believe the 
report of the subcommittee will be favor- 
able. Should the commission recommend 
the establishment of this park we shall have 
one of the most magnificent playgrounds in 
all the world, and within easy reach of one of 
the greatest cities of the world.

PRIZE RING FATALITIES. 

„ PARSON ” DAVIES CONTRASTS THEM 

WITH ACCIDENTS ON THE TRACK. 
| — 

He Thinks the Public Is Inconsistent in 
Condemnuing the One So Bitterly and 
Giving Noe Heed to the Other—Be- 
Meves Corbett Is Adopting Wise 
Methods in His Training and Has a 
Good Chance with Jeffries—Santry 
Better than White.:

New Orleans, La., April 27.—[Special.]— 
It is a singular circumstance that prize ring 
fatalities are invariably attended with 
fierce public outcries, while race course 
tragedies receive but scant attention from 
the people. It is neither my intention nor 
desire to reflect upon the sport of kings,“ 
but merely to illustrate the extreme narrow- 
ness of the public mind, which condemns 
the danger attending one class of sport and 
condones that inseparable from another. A 
fighter is killed in the chronic reformers’ 
ring, and there is an immediate demand for 


the suppression of pugilism, clamor for in- 


stant action by the police, and the press is 
not slow to voice the sentiments of its vol- 


‘atile readers. And yet, the history of the 


turf is replete with unnoticed stories of 
broken legs and necks. There has never, to 
my knowledge, been the slightest demand 
for the abolishment of horse racing on the 
ground that the sport is brut 1. The 
verlest novice is aware that the dangers 
attending horse racing are a hundred times 
greater than those attending pugilism. But 
none of us desires that the sport should be 
suppressed or curtailed on that account. 
Some months ago an unforeseen accident 
in a boxing bout closed the gates of St. Louis 
to the pugilistic fraternity. On Monday 
last Jockey Frank O'Leary was killed at 
Aqueduct, but there has not been even the 
bare suggestion of a cessation of the racing 
game. Nor should there be. Horse racing 
is a pleasing and legitimate sport, and un- 
avoidable accidents should not be permitted 
to interfere with its progress. At the same 
time, however, it is manifestly unfair for 
the public to make fish of one and flesh of 
Interest centers this w k in the efforts 
made by the principals in the forthcoming 
heavyweight championship fight to get in 
form for that big event. I am in receipt 
of a telegram from John Considine, Jim 
Corbett’s partner, which conveys informa- 
tion that is bound to be highly pleasing to 
the friends of the ex-champion. Considine 
states that he.had been paying a visit to 
the Californian at his training quarters and 


while there found much to please and inter- 


est him. For several days he carefully ob- 
served Corbett’s methods of training and 
convinced himself that the Western fighter 
is in better trim today than he has been for 
three years. This opinion is founded not alone 
upon observation, but upon what 
Corbett told him about his physical condition 
as well. Corbett is brimful of confidence in 
his ability to defeat Jeffries. Much sur- 
prise has been expressed over the Califor- 
nian’s radical departure from stereotyped 
methods of training. In training for his 
former fights Corbétt seemed to extract no 
small satisfaction from the plaudits of 
auditors, whom he made it a point to invite 
to the exhibitions at his training quarters. 
Now the word comes that the former cham- 
pion is doing the greater part of his boxing 
and wrestling with Gus Ruhlin behind closed 
doors. To my mind this isa wise move. My 
experience in handling and managing ath- 
letes has taught me that anxiety to please 
a critical crowd during the training period 
often leads to disastrous results. Theath- 
letes often overdo their parts and the result 
is far from advantageous. Beside there are 
many experiments tried in studying out a 
plan of offense and defense the nature of 
which only the principal and his trainer 
should know. 
Considine’s information has strengthen 
the belief I formed at an early stage of the 
negotiations that Corbett will give a splendid 
account of himself when he faces the ex- 


bollermaker. I believe that Jeffries thinks 
so, too, his talk to the contrary notwith- 
standing. ° 


Prefers Santry Over te. 

Anent the recent contest of six rounds be- 
tween Tommy White and Terry McGovern, 
I observe that the experts give White more 
credit than they gave Eddie Santry for his 
showing against the Brooklyn boy. General 
expressions of opinions from the quid nuncs 
of pugilism seem to indicate that White 
would be a strong favorite (and probably the 
winner) in a twenty-five round contest with 
Santry. I beg to set my humble opinion 
against the judgment of those experts. The 
two contests referred to were entirely dis- 
similar in character, if press reports are 
to be relied upon. The newspaper men who 
witnessed the contest made a “ get-away- 
jab-clinch-jab-clinch ” sort of affair of the 
White-McGovern engagement, while Santry 
and the Brooklyn “ terror” fought a give- 
ahd-take battle. I believe that if ‘White had 
followed the tactics pursued by Santry he 
would not have lasted the stipulated six 
rounds. If Santry and White should get 


together in a twenty-five round bout I am 


confident Santry would be returned the win- 
ner. He is a good two-hand boxer, a 
harder hitter than Tommy, and equally as 
game as the latter. My judgment is founded 
on personal knowledge of White's capacity 
and observation of Santry’s work. 

I read with deep regret the announcement 
of Frank Erne's retirement from the ring. I 
had entertained the hope that Erne and Mc- 
Govern would meet in a twenty or twenty- 
five round bout at the lightweight limit be- 
fore the new year. McGovern from all ac- 
counts is taking on flesh at an extraordinary 
rate, while Erne, it is said, can easily keep 
within the maximum figure set for light- 
weight pugilists, 133 pounds. This would 
undoubtedly prove a contest worth going 
miles to witness. |

less the New York Police board rescinds its 
decision not to grant licenses to athletic 
clubs after May 1 the contestants named 
may be driven to the Pacific slope.

The American Whist league 
has been in existence for many years, and 
a great many of us have formed associations 
at the various congresses which we prize 
most highly. I strongly oppose anyt 
that would in any way detract from the in. 
terest in any section in the American Whist 
league. Could the annual meeting of the 
proposed Western Whist league be held in 
midwinter I do not think there would be the 
same objection to it. 

H. R. Hamilton, President Oak Park 
cluh and Cicero Whist club—I favor the 
new league.

Thomas Gi Morris—It seems to me a good 
thing. There are certainly plenty of pla bers 
in the West to make up such an organizas 
tion, and I see no reason why it should not 
be successful. 
George W. Keehn—I think it would add 
to the local interest in whist, but fear it 
would injure the American Whist league, as 
many players would feel they could not at- 
tend the annual meetings of both organiza- 
tions and would probably select the one 
whose meeting place was the nearer. |

HIS RECOLLECTIONS. 


Interviewed Lincoln After, His 
Election and Was Dis- i 
appointed. 


DANA AND CLEVELAND 


F this were a country of kings Colonel 
Alexander McClure of Philadelphia 
would be a kingmaker. This being a 

republic he has confined himself to Presi- 

dent-making. He may not have pulled 


the strings as conspicuously as Mark Hanna 


or W. C. Whitney, but he has pulled them 
with no little vigor. In a book called Our 
Presidents, and How We Make Them,” 
‘which Messrs. Harper will publish on the 
8a of May, Colonel McClure reveals the 
secrets of politics and tells us just how 
Presidents are made. Certainly no man 
knows better, for he has a personal knowl- 


edge of the subject covering more than a | 


half-century. 
Mr. Charles Emory Smith writes an intro- 


auetion to the book, in which he says that 


he thinks it doubtful if any other living 
American has borne so active and so inti- 
mate a part in so many Presidential elec- 
- tions as Colonel McClure. At the age of 19 
he was the editor of an influential news- 
paper and at 21 he was playing an impor- 
tant part in the politics of Pennsylvania, his 
native State. | 
Colonel McClure begins with the election 
of Washington and comes down to that of 
McKinley. As he gets into modern times he 
interlards the story of the various cam- 
paigns with his personal experiences in them 
and thus adds much to their interest. 
When a man has been in public life for fifty 
years he has had opportunities of assisting 
in events that make history. In a country 
that has had but twenty-three Presidents it 
is not impossible for a man alive today to 
have assisted at the election of more than 
half of them. 


LINCOLN DISAPPOINTING. 

To me the greatest interest of the book 
Mes in its reference to the Presidents of my 
own time. Of Lincoln Colonel McClure has 
much to say. He saw the great President 
first in his own house in Springfield in 1861 
and thus describes the interview: 

I think I did not well conceal my disappoint- 
ment when I stood before him in the dimly lighted 
hall looking up into the face of the new President. 
There was nothing in his appearance calculated 
to make a favorable impression at first sight. He 
was ill clad, ungraceful in movement, and his 
rudely chiseled face, that was always sad in re- 
pose, clearly portrayed the fretting anxieties which 
his election to the Presidency to meet the severest 
trial of the republic had brought upon him. He 
had then decided to appoint Cameron to the 
Cabinet, against which I had protested, and he 
had sent for me to know whether there were good 
reasons for a change of judgment. We sat down 
in his plainly furnished parlor, and foran hour or 
more he heard me patiently with evident interest. 
During this part of the conversation he said but 
little, but gave many imcisive questions to be an-. 
swered. He did not exhibit a single trace of 
humor, and it seemed to me most of the time as 
if I were making my appealtoasphinx. He gave 
no sign whatever as to whether I impressed him 
or not, and when I left him I had not a single clew 
by which to judge what importance he had at- 
tached to my arguments, but before he retired that 
night he wrote a letter to Cameron revoking the 
appointment, and suggesting that Cameron should 
regard the position as tendered, and give a letter of 
declination. | — 

Summing up his impressions of Lincoln 
after many years of intimate acquaintance 
Colonel McClure says: 

Lincoln was the most notable combination of 
sadness and mirth that I ever met with in any 
of our public men. His face in repose, under 
all circumstances, was one of the saddest I ever 
beheld. It would brighten in conversation, and 
at times would portray a measure of sorrow 
could not be surpassed. He was from his youth 
much given to melancholy. While he was known 
as fond of sports and brimful of humor, a large 
portion of his life was always given to isolation 
and solitude, when he gave free latitude to the 
melancholy tendencies of his mind. 

Strange as it may seem, he was always a hope- 
ful man, never pessimistic, and always inclined 
when discussing any question to take the bright 
side. He was severely conscientious in his con- 
victions and in his actions. He had faith in the 
present and greater faith in the future. He had 
been in early life what is now commonly called 
an agnostic, with a strong inclination to atheism, 
but in his mature years he never exhibited a trace 
of it. I have never known any man who had

day the South has ever known.”’ 


No man, according to Colonel McClure, 
was ever big enough to conduct a Presi- 
dential contest by himself. Blaine and Til- 
den were the only men he can recall who 
essayed this herculean task and failure over- 


took both. | 


DANA AND CLEVELAND. 


Regarding the Cleveland-Blaine contest of 


1884 Colonel McClure says: 


Blaine committed many serious blunders during 
the campaign of 1884. He and Cleveland were both 


made the targets of flagrant scandals, and when 


the Cleveland scandal was sent to Blaine in the 
early part of the contest, instead of peremptorily 
forbidding its use as a campaign factor, as would 
have been most wise, he sent it to his National 
committee, and it was given publicity. -The 
Blaine scandal was sent to Cleveland early in the 
fight, and he at once gave notice to those in charge 
of his campaign that any personal scandals against 


Blaine should not have the sanction of the Demo- 


cratic organization, Blaine never would have 
committed such a mistake if he had been managing 
a Presidential campaign for another, and had he 
been such responsible manager he never would 
have permitted a libel suit to be instituted against 
a newspaper publisher for any scandal, however 


false and malignant. 


He was a man of intense 


earnestness, and the intensity of his interest in 
his own election for the Presidency unbalanced 
his judgment and made him often the creature of 
impulse when he should have been most dispassion- 


ate and philosophical. 


The scandals did not affect 


a thousand votes out of the many millions cast 
for President, and Blaine suffered vastly more 


than Cleveland, because he dignified the scandal 


against himself by legal proceedings for defama- 
tion. The fact that he voluntarily discontinued 
the suit after the election is the best evidence of 


the error committed against himself, 


Conterning the late Charles A. Dana’s 
enmity for Mr. Cleveland Colonel McCiure 


gives the following explanation: 


It was not until I met Cleveland at Albany, 
soon after his election, that I learned the cause 
of the estrangement between Cleveland and Dana, 
and the statement given by Mr. Cleveland was 
subsequently confirmed by Mr. Dana. Dana had 
earnestly supported Cleveland’s nomination and 
election for Governof in 1882, and after the elec- 
tion he wrote a personal letter to Cleveland ask- 
ing the appointment of a friend to the position 
of Adjutant General. His chief purpose was to 
give a position on the staff to his son, Paul Dana, 
who is now his successor in the editorial chair. 
Cleveland received that letter as he received 
thousands of other letters recommending ap- 
pointments, instead of recognizing the claim Mr.. 
Dana had upon him for the courtesy of an answer. 
Beecher had a candidate for the same position, 
and Cleveland gave it to Beecher’s man without 
any explanation whatever to Dana, who felt that 
he had been discourteously treated by Cleveland. 

Mr. Dana gave no open sign of his disappoint- 
ment, but some time after Cleveland’s inaugura- 
tion, when it became known that Dana felt grieved 
at the Governor, some mutual friends intervened 
and proposed to Cleveland that he should invite 


Dana to join with some 


uaintances at the 


Executive Mansion. To this Cleveland assented. 
Dana was informed that Cleveland would tender 
such an invitation if it would be accepted, and he 
promptly assented. Cleveland then became in- 
volved in the pressing duties of the Legislature, 
and allowed the session to close without extend- 
ing the promised and expected invitation to Dana. 
Mr. Cleveland told me that he was entirely to 
blame for neglect in both instances, as Dana 
would doubtless have been satisfied if he had 
courteously informed him of his convictions which 
required him to appoint another for Adjutant 
General; and he had no excuse to offer but that 


of neglect for not inviting Dana to dinper. 


Dana naturally assumed that Cleveland had 
given him deliberate affront, and Cleveland could 
make no satisfactory explanation. As Governor 
and as President he was first of all devoted to his 
official duties, which he discharged with rare 
fidelity, and he gave little time even to the com- 
mon courtesies which most Governors and Presi- 
dents would recognize as justly belonging to their 
friends. Efforts were made to conciliate Dana, 
but he never would discuss the question, and he 
sacrificed half the circulation of his paper in the 


‘campaign of 1884 in his battle against Cleveland.

THE ROTATION PERIOD OF VENUS 


Short Period Decided as Correct by Pro- 
fessor Belopolsky, with the Aid 


of the Speetograph. 


The Harvard College Observatory has re- 
ceived a telegram announcing that Herr 
Belopolsky of the Pulkowa Observatory has 
confirmed spectrographically the short ro- 
tation period of the planet Venus. The news 
is of especial interest for two reasons. In 
the first place, the observation, if it shall 
prove to be correct, is a fresh triumph for 
the spectroscope; and, in Ahe second place, 
it decides a question which has been the 
subject of not a little controversy among 
astronomers in the last eight or ten years. 

The older text books of astronomy teach 
that Venus probably rotates on its axis in 
about the same time as does the earth. This 
was the conclusion reached by Cassini from 
observations made in 1667, and vd can- 
firmed generally by subsequent astronomers 
who attempted to decide the question, 
though one of them, Bianchini, made the 
period twenty-four days eight hours. All 
found the planet an exceedingly difficult 
object, there being really little to be seen 
upon its disc. from which to determine 
whether it rotated or not, much less to fix 
upon a definite period of rotation. 

This was the state of the question when M. 
Schiaparelll, | the keen-eyed discoverer of 
the canals of Mars, announced, in 1890, 
that from observations made by himself 


some years before he had reached the con- 


clusion that the planet’s period of rotation 
was nearly, if not exactly, the same as that 
of its revolution round the sun—about 223 
days. In other words, Schiaparelli concluded 
that Venus always turns the same face to 
the sun, as if connected with it by a rigid 
bar, just as the moon, for a like reason, al- 
ways exhibits the same face to us. 

Several distinguished observers have con- 
firmed Schiaparelli’s conclusion, while other 


equally competent observers have declared 


the case not proven and still hold by the 


short period. The same discussion, it may 


be added, exists over the rotation period of 
Mercury, which Schiaparelli had previously 


announced to be probably the same as that 


of its revolution. 4 | 
Among those who have corroborated 
Schiaparelli’s views respecting both Venus 
and Mercury is Mr. Percival Lowell, who 
made a series of observations of these plan- 
ets at his observatorwy at Flagstaff, Ariz., 
in 1896, and decided unhesitatingly in favor 
of the long period in each case. Mr. Lowell 
claims to have seen the planets with such 


distinctness as to leave no room for doubt 


in the matter; and he has published charts 
of both, which show them cris-crossed by 
a series of dark lines totally unlike anything 
seen upon them by any other observer, 
either before or since. In spite of Mr. Low- 
ell’s confidence in his observations, the more 
conservative of astronomers, taking due 
account of all the difficulties involved in the 
observations and the chances of deception, 
have been inclined to regard these questions 
of rotation as still open. Professor Barnard, 
one of the most keen-sighted of our Amer- 
ican observers, who has made a series of 
measurements of the disc of Venus through 
the Lick telescope, has declared that, While 
markings can certainly be seen upon it, they 


cannot be made out with sufficient distinct- 


ness for rotational purposes.“ 
What Herr Belopolsky is now sald to have 


done successfully has been to employ the 


spectograph—the spectroscope with a photo- 
graphic plate—upon Venus in the same way 
as it has been employed to observe the sun’s 
rotation, and as it was employed a few years 
ago by Professor J. B. Keeler upon the ring 
of Saturn. Keeler found that the inner mar- 
gin of the ring rotates faster than the outer, 
and thus confirmed Maxwell's theory of the 
meteoric composition of the ring.

On the Return to America She Found 
Amusement in Studying Japa- 
nese Emigrant’ to Hawaii An 
Object of Curiosity to the Natives 
Who Inspected Her at Close 
Range.

HE latest innovation 
in the travel line 
was made by a Chi- 

cago girl, who had a 
thrilling experience 
riding across the 
Western country to 
the coast in an en- 
gine. On arriving in 
San Diego a freight 
ship belonging to the 
California and Ori- 
entail Steamship 
company was just 
leaving for the 
Orient. An idea came to her at once. Why 
not engage passage for the next ship? It 
would surely be a novel experience to travel 
15,000 miles on a freight boat! | 

And, too, she argued, the route to the Orient 
from this southern point must be an ideal 
one, having the natural ocean current and 
avoiding the storms that sweep the northern 
Pacific. The more she thought of it the more 
delightful seemed the anticipation of get- 
ting ready for outdoor life, defying the con- 
ventional, and making a dash for liberty. 
There was joy in even the th tet the 
blessed freedom from making toilef, tnane 
summer resort gossip, and ordinary twenti- 
eth century routine. 

The officials of the freight line looked 
askance at the proposition, pleading lack of © 
accommodation for women. Nothing daunt- . 
ed, the persistent girl replied: 

But I am a woman of the old-fashioned 
type and can adapt myself to circumstances. 
Just stow me away with the other freight.“ 

The official smiled at her enthusiasm, and 
the I Will” girl was satisfied with even so 
slight a symptom of retraction.

jOYS OP AFREIGHTER. 
The days that followed were blissful ones, 


our boastéd ‘tivilizatton, most of us thor- 
oughly enjoy with all its privations and 
comical makeshifts. This is why a voyage 
on a freight ship is a possible heaven, at 
least to the agreeable guest, who may be 
sure of a welcome. But woe to the person 
of questionable temper, who grumbles on 
all occasions. Sailors do not pose as mis- 
sionaries. They want mascots, not Jonahs, 
Howbeit there are coinpensations that more: 
than repay one for the few discomforts, or 
rather a lack of the many comférts to be“ 
found on a large passenger line. Much as 
one may be inelined to covet these things. 
he is constrained to say that luxury weighed: 
in the balance against peace of mind is 
found wanting. My lady decided that it was 
preferable to have a 6x6 cabin all to herself 
with two berths and a sofa to shift about in. 
The steward, a good natured soul, who 
has traveled on the sanie ship for fifteen 
years, often gave reminiscences of the de- 
parted glory of his favorite when it plied 
between London and Yokohama as a pas- 

senger liner. * 

“ Ah, miss, but it was 4 little beauty,” 
he would geiterate in hfs retrospective’ 
moods. ‘As fine a ship for its size as they 
ever turned out of the yards. It was just 
like tearing my heart out when they made 
it into a freighter, but you see it didn't 
pay the other way.”’ 

My lady was a good listener and there 
was nothing that she enjoyed more than 
these chats over the smoking beverage 
which the little man never forgot to bring 
up on deck at 11 and 4 o'clock. | 

Thus the days passed, reading, promenad- 
ing, watching the saflors perform their 
various duties, or listening to marvelous 
tales of seafaring life. Mayhaps she re- 
clined in her steamer chair in the sheltered 
nook under a lifeboat near the chartroom 
door and watched a school of porpvises, fly- 
ting fish, or nautilus. Sometimes the sea 
was literally covered with the latter—Por- 
tuguese men-of-war, the sailors call them 
wonderful bits of purple protoplasm with 
their white sails set like a sailing vessel. 
When the sun shone directly on them they 
looked like a miniature ratnbow dropped 
from the sky or at least reflected in the 
water. 

By night she watched the phosphorescent 
tints on the blue sea, with no sound save 
the splash, splash of the water, and the 
monotonous tread of the mate on the bridge 
humming a fragment of song. When the 
quartermaster’s eight bells warned her that 
the hour was late she would tear herself 
away to the cabin below to dream it all over 
again.

The speech created a gen- 
eral laugh among the wise ones, and which 
the girl did not appreciate in the least, but, 
instead, caused her to deplore the prejudices 
‘of men in general and Englishmen in partic- 
ilar. The day before landing in Yokohama 
the saflors had a great joss Teast, which she 
Watched at a distance with intense interest, 
whereupon the Captain remarked: 

“Your pretty little kittens are all in the 
soup, my child!“ | 

My lady comprehended the situation at 
once, and accounted for the pitiful ‘‘ meows ”’ 
of the previous night. : 

After twenty-nine days without a sight of 
land the ship ran close to the green shores 
of Dai Nippon. Japanese junks were to be 
seen on all sides, as well as sampans sculled 
by the natives. The next morning the Car- 
marthenshire lay at anchor beside the Bos- 
ton in the Yokohama harbor, and the first; 
glance of sacred Fujiyama was caught. 
Such a sight as the harbor presented! Sam- 
pans were everywhere sculled by half-nude 
coolies awaiting an opportunity to take 
some one ashore, great scows ready to take 
off the freight, and custom house officials 
reconnoitering in the vicinity of the Hatoba 
(wharf). 

It seemed good to my lady to get away 
from the noise of the ship, to try her sea legs 
ashore, as well as to have the experience of 
a jinriksha,. ride. Were it not digressing 
from the subject of Ufe on a freight ship it 
would be pleasant to relate the experiences 
of the days on land. 


IN THE CHINA SEA. 


A week later the ship was off for China 
with a fresh cargo, stopping at Kobe en 
route to take on more freight. Another 
thirty-six hours and Moji; a little coaling 
station on the farthest southwest side of 
Japan, was reached. Across the bay, nest- 
ling among the foothills, is Shimonoseki,

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It was quite apparent that it was not safe 
to be within arm’s reach of these people, 
for she was subjected to constant inspection 
which, though harmless, was apt to leave a 
formerly immaculate shirt waist rather 
streaked. She was evidently more of a 
curiosity to them than they to her, and she 
often wished that she could interpret the 
‘speeches they made about her. Perhaps she 
would not have felt at all flattered. 

At last the denkey engine ceased its clat- 
ter and the little temple on the hillside, the 
long lines of coal along the shore, the simple- 
hearted people were sooh far behind. 

What a week that was on the China Sea! 
The season brought to mind the warning 
verse in reference to the typhoon (great 
wind). 
June, too soon. N 
July, stand by. 
August, you must. 


September, remember. 


October, all over. 


The barometer gave its usual warning, and 


for three days and nights the usually steady 
old ship was tossed about like a wisp of hay. 
Fortunately the Captain was a good navi- 
gator and kept on the outer circle of the 
storm, which insured the safety of the ship. 
It- was afterwards learned that the boat 
ahead, one of the Japanese Maru line, went 
down, 7 

It must be confessed that my lady enjoyed 
this frolic of saucy Neptune, for it was a 
glorious sight, but, alas! she was overtaken 
by seasickness and her fun was spoiled. ! 
Nevertheless, Hongkong was reached in 
safety, and as soon as the pilot put in an 
appearance it was the signal for a general 
besiegement of sampans, which were sculled 
by women. On casting anchor the ship 
was soon overrun with merchants, tailors, 
and laundrymen, who distributed their cards 
impartially. One could buy almost any- 
thing on board ship, for curio venders were in 
evidence in every vacant corner. 

Ten days in port to discharge and receive 
cargo, for the Philippine war has stimulated 
businéss all through the Orient, there being 
a regular boom on in the shipping trade. On 
departure the manifest of the ship showed 
that the freight included several thousand 
packages of tea, rice, matting, silk, curios, 
8 braid, tapioca, and general merchan- 

se. 

The voyage was a repetition of that going 
down, excepting the weather was delightful. 
After filling the air with paper joss money 
to propitiate the evil spirits of the ocean, the 
Chinese passengers seldom came to the top 
again, spending the time in the steerage 
playing fan-tan, smoking opium, and chat- 
tering. : 7 

At Shanghai more tea and rice were taken 
on and a few more Celestials joined the 
steerage group. The itinerary to Yokohama 
included Nagasaki, Noji, and Kobe, enough 
coal being taken on at Moji to last until the 
return from American shores.

at Yokohama the day of sailing re <a gy 
walian Islands, where, in addition to the 
cargo, 700 Oxjentals were taken on “ Asiatic 
passage, their tickets read. What a task it 
was getting them all on board, with their 
babies and bundles! The ship’s physician 
had his hands full for several hours passing 
the peasants. At last the ordeal was over, 
the whistle sounded, and the Carmarthen- 
shire was homeward bound via’ Hawait. 
Every available spot on the decks was taken, 
the peasants sitting around on their squares 
of matting, guarding their baggage and wait- 
ing to be assigned to their bunks below. 
Such a pandemontum! 

A few days, after sailing a shar ra 
was heard on the hatch cover; — * 
ing taken off a stoWaway came out, ex- 
plaining that he had gone aboard at Yoko- 
hama intending only to take a nap, and that 
when he awoke the ship was at sea. His 
story was taken with a grain of salt, and 
he was put to work. 

The average Occidental tourist would not 
enjoy the return voyage under such circum- 
stances, particularly if he had been spoiled 
by a few weeks or months in the East, where 
he had but to clap his hands and, as if by 
magic, an automatic servitor appeared to do 
his bidding. One can't help but miss the 
rhythmetical flapping of the punkah 
flounces, those blessed invéntions that are 
manipulated by a sleepy boy at the end of 
a string, whose hard fate has made him a 
punkah puller, They kept one thinking on 
the frosty Caucasus,“ even though the tem- 
peraturé did register 80° in the shade. 

And then the ice that was to be had just 
for the asking, when accompanied by a gen- 
erous tip’ ahd its, complements, tan san, 
sherbets, and lemon squashes that were to 
be had just for the paying; they, too, are 
‘sorely missed. But one might as well be

having a tendency to upset one’s digestive 
apparatus. Truly, life ona freight ship with 
700 steerage passengers aboard is not all 
sunshine and roses. However, contrary to 
her expectations, my lady continued to en 
joy the experience. . | 
Although of the lowest type the emigrants 
made a pretense at the national trait of 
cleanliness. Not one out of 100 was without 
toilet conveniences, which to them meant a 
wash basin, towel, comb, tooth brushes, 
and tooth picks. It was amusing to watch 
the people make their toilets. Tooth brush- 
ing was an elaborate process, often consum- 
ing fifteen or twenty minutes. This care, no 
doubt, accounts for the beautiful white 
teeth so common to the Japanese. A few 
of the peasant women on board still clung to 


teeth at marriage, but even where it had 
been used the majority had attempted to 
remove the lacquer. 3 3 

The women squatted about on the decks, 
combing their hair, a task which involved 
much less time than that taken by their 
city sisters, for these peasant women are 
their own hair dressers. The comb was 
worn near the coil in order to be handy, a. 
custom, by the way, of only the lower class 
Who have no elaborate style of coiffure. 
The attempts to ape foreign fashions were 
decidedly startling. One man appeared in 
a bathing suit and a sailor hat, with a cig- 
aret perched over his left ear, This full 
dress suit was displayed with evident 
pride to a group of admirers. 8 : 

One rainy day a coolfe disported himself 
au naturel, the only vestige of clothing 
being the loin cloth; the only covering an 
umbrella, which he carried with great care, 
for it was the latter which was on exhibi- 
‘tion, not himself. Why? Simply because 
it was an American creation. 

One sees tragedy, comedy, and dramas of 
all sorts on a freight ship. In fact, just one 
day is as good as a vaudeville. On this oc- 
easion the tragedian played the penalty of 
imbibing too much sake (rice beer). After 
several days of visions of snakes and 
other reptiles it became necessary to put 
him in handcuffs. He was carried to his 
cell, struggling and screaming. Two hours 
later he was incased in a strait-jacket, 
which was made to order by the ship’s 
tailor, one of the quartermasters. 

Another man was stricken with a sus- 
picious fever, and he was stored away in one 
of the Mfeboats, a canvas having been 
rigged up over the boat to keep the sun out. 

The comedians were a bride nd groom, 
mere children, who were perfectly oblivious 
to their surroundings, chatting gayly from

WELOOME TO ADMIRAL DEWEY. 

When Admiral Dewey atrives at the 
Grand Central Station tomorrow he will 
learn what a Chicago welcome means. The 


| military and naval escorts, the martial 


music, the artillery salutes, the bunting 
and flags fluttering everywhere, and the 
cheering throngs greeting him at every step, 
all will voice the warm hospitality and the 
sincere admiration of the people of this 
city tor the hero of Manila. May the 
weather be equally enthusiastic in its wel- 
come. Chicago's enthusiasm over the deeds 
of the Admiral has been boundless ever 
since the May morning that brought the 
first news of his great victory two years ago. 
The press of this city was prompt to foresee 
the inevitable results of that victory, both 
as a determining factor in the war then be- 
ginning and as an act that had added a 
new tealm to the domain of the American 
flag. The people of Chicago have from the 
first been leaders in the ering sup- 
vort ot the changes wroug y Dewey's 
guns. 

Chicago would have been happy to ex- 
tend this greeting to Admiral 
he first returned to his native shores, but 
the welcome is no less hearty for the post- 
ponement. Besides, there is now the added 
pleasnre ef enlarging the welcome to in- 


elude Mrs. Dewey and of giving her the 


first public demonstration of how the wife 
of a great Admiral should be entertained. 
If dinners, balls, parades, and the like can 
express the hospitable intent of the city, 


“there will be no room fer doubt on that 
point in the minds of the honored guests. 


It is to be hoped that the local labor quar- 


rels which have intruded upon the prepars - 


tions for the parade will not be allowed to 
mar the festivities in any way. Union and 
non-union men alike have the highest ad- 
miruthon for the hero of Manila Bay. It 
is safe to surmis, that the formal vote of 
the unions to boycott the parade will not 
prevent the individual members from being 
present and cheering the Admiral at every 
stage of his triumphal march. Enthusiasm 
for Dewey cannot be bottled up or barred 
out anywhere by a set of paltry resolutions. 

Whether he wishes it or not, fortune and 
his ow bravery have made Admiral Dewey 
the first expansionist. He stands in the 
estimation of the American people as the 
largest military figure in the new and in- 
spiring era that was ushered in by his de- 
struction of the Spanish fleet in the Pacific. 
That one act tarned upon him the eyes of 
the world and placed him in a light as 
searching as any that ever beat upon a 
throne. The faet that in the ensuing year 
he eompleted his work in the Philippines 
without a false move or an unwise word 
is a remarkable commentary upon his char- 
atter and his judgment. Whatever he may 
do in the future, the past is secure. The 
esteem won during that campaign is sincere 
and lasting. Admiral Dewey stands at the 
“head of the American navy by universal 
acclamation no less than by his undisputed 


merit. It is as the naval hero, the tactful

REPORT ON JUVENILE 
The article appearing elsewhere in this 
issue on the Juvenile Court, by one of its 
probation officers, is ah interesting summary 
of the facts leading to the creation by the 


last Legislature of. that. court and of the 


results of the first nine months of its opera- 
tion, 

The law creating it is pronounced the best 
in the country. Not only does it provide a 
separate court for the disposition of all cases 
of dependent, neglected, or delinquent per- 
sons under 16 years of age, but it authorizes 
the exercise of peculiarly wide discretion by 
the court in such disposition. 

One of its most salutary features is the 
provision for the designation—without sal- 
ary attaching—of suitable persons as pro- 
bation officers, who may investigate cases 
for the information of the court, and may 
receive charge, on parole, of young delip- 
quents whose confinement in an institution 
would be a needless public or private ex- 
pense and a positive injury to themselves. 
The probation officer exercises a friendly 
supervision over such a boy, requires him 
to attend school, or assists him to employ- 
ment, receives reports from his teacher or 
employer, as well as periodic visits from the 
child himself, and arranges perhaps for his 
living in another family than his own if the 
latter is an improper place. Boys are often 
saved in this fashion from a criminal ree- 
ord and helped to a respectable life. Of the 
1,235 delinquent children brought before the 
court during the nine months, 765, or con- 
siderably more than half, were placed in 
the charge of probation officers, and. the 
record of one of the latter shows that of, 
forty-five 8s so paroled between the ages 
of 14 and 16 years thirty-one are doing 
well, twenty-seven of them being at work 
and four in school. 

Another result of the services of these 
officers, particularly their investigation of 
cases and theit unpaid representation of the 
children, has been that “ the shyster law- 
yers, who have battened upon the distress 
of poverty stricken mothers, have been 
swept out of eourt under this act and by 
Judge Tuthill’s resolute dealing with them.” 

To complete the arrangements for the 
care of juvenile delinquents, which this law 
bas done so much to improve, a truant 
school, where the boy who has become a 
persistent truant but who has not violated 
statute or ordinance,” may be seasonably 
taken in hand, is pronounced the most im- 
perativeneed. A suitable place for the tem- 
porary detention of the children, pending the 
disposition of their cases, is also required.

GOVERNOR SERMON. 

There was much exeéllent sense in the 
148800 delivered by Gover 
before the Marquette elub. It was a tell⸗ 
ing and epigrümmatie statement of his well- 
known views about the need of fighting 
political evils by uniting the practical with 
the ideal. The Governor told his hearers 
to keep their eyes on the stars, but not 
to forget to keep their feet on the earth. 
He Voiced a proper contempt for the head-. 
in-the-air theorist who never puts any of 
his theories into aétion, and for the man 


“who goes about crying for reform as if it 


were a concrete thing that can be handed 
out like cake. He is right in saying that 
the voter who is afraid of being jostled 
or contaminated at the primaries or the 
polls is worthless for reformi purposes. 
As generalities these are all sound and 


praiseworthy utterances, but it would have - 


been interesting to have had Governor 
Roosevelt tell more about the pitfalls that 
lie in wait for the man who conscientiously 
tries to keep his eyes on the stars and his 
feet on the earth. It is truly foolish to 
sacrifice a possible good becatise one can- 
not get an impossible best. It is wrong 
for the man with high ideals to stay out 
of polities altogether because he will have 
to make concessions fn order to realize 
‘only a portion of his ideals, Every man 


who has had anything to do with politics 


knows that it consists of perpetual com- 
promise—that he must support some 
measure or associate with some man he 
dislikes in order to get support for things 
he desires. It is so at every stage of the 
game, from the choice of candidates to 
the execution of the laws. Governor Roose- 
velt undoubtedly has to do things he dis- 
likes in order to get the assistance of Mr. 
Platt on measures which the latter would 
not trouble himself about without some 
such concession. 

Politics is @ game of give and take. The 
question is, how much may a man give 
to the sinister forces in politics without los- 
ing his self-respect? For this is just what 


Mr. Roosevelt's theory amounts to when. 


brought to the practical test. It means 
that a man must compound with his con- 
science—with his political if not his moral 
conscience. The strenuous Governor as- 
sumes, of course, that there is a line on 
the hither side of which it is safe and 
honorable to play into the hands of self- 
seekers, demagogues, and political bosses, 
in order to get their support for a good 
eause. The difficulty is to tell just where 
that dangerous line runs. 

The man who concedes too much to the 
“bosses” is likely to discover suddenly 

at he has been carried a captive into 
t e camp of the disreputables, or has been 

used“ and thrown away by them with 
e contempt. This danger in prac- 
tical polities is perpetual and it increases 
with the growth of familiarity. If Gor- 
ernor Roosevelt has discovered some prac- 
tical and infallible method of knowing just 
how much can be safely yielded to. the 
Mammon of unrighteousness he would con- 
fer a boon by making the recipe known.

NEIGHBORLINESS OUT OF DATE. 

The moving season is upon us, and it 
calls renewed attention.to the fact that 
neighborliness is distinctly unpopular in 
Chicago at the present time. It went out 
of fashion with the wide and sunny “ door- 
yard,” the village-like seclusion and at- 
tractiveness of those streets which found 
themselves two or three miles from the 
heart of the city, and the separate house 
for each Chicago family, and unneighbor- 
liness now reigns supreme. It came into 
existence with the advent of the first flat 
building. It reached its bloom and flower 
when the “modern apartment building,“ 
with its quota of miscellaneous tenants. 
began to appear in those old and long-set- 
tled localities previously considered ultra- 
refined and exclusive, 

The women whose proud and innocent 
‘boast it once was that they knew almost 
everybody on the street —or in the block 
‘are now fond of declaring, with just the 
same pride and innocence, that they hard- 
ly know a soul in the neighborhood; all 
their friends are on the North Side —or 
the South Side or the West Side, or wher- 
ever the speakers do not happen to live. The 
men who; in the old days, were wont to 
converse sociably while using the lawn- 
mower or the garden hose, and to exchange 
jokes as they shoveled the snow off the side- 
walks in winter, now greet one another 
with the barest of nods at they make for 
the street car or the train or the elevated 
railway in the morning. Not infrequently 
they will meet on the stairs or in the ele- 
vators every day for montlis before they 
get beyond a brief Good day.” Even the 
children have become possessed of the same 
spirit, and are often heard remarking, in 
tones which exactly and amusiggly mimic 
those of their elders, that they don't know 
asingle child on the street.”

The ninth season of the Chicago Orches- 
tral association’s concerts has come to a 
The orchestra will take part in the 
Cincinnati May festival, and will then dis- 
* for the summer, to return next fall 
ind inaugurate the tenth of these enjoyable 
seasons. It is pleasant to be assured that, 
although there will be a financial deficit, the 
season has been more successful than the 
last, the administration having been pru- 
dent and economical, without letting down 
in the least from the high standards main- 
tained by Mr. Thomas, its veteran con- 
ductor. There is but one other orchestra 
of this kind in the country, the Boston Sym- 


phony, but even the latter, excellent as it 


is and having the advantage of playing in 4 
ei y which has a decided musical atmos- 
phere, finds itself with an annual deficit, 
which is made good, however, by the mu- 
nificence of its patron, Mr. Higginson. The 
Chicago Orchestra has no such advantage. 
The wealthy merchant of Chicago who 
takes a generous interest in an educational 


scheme of this importance has not yet been 


fonnd, Large sums have been donated to 


ur artistic, literary, and distinctively edu- 
cational institutions, but the orchestra has 


athe to degrade his art by red eing it to a 
commerelal basis, the orchestra/has to stand 
upon its merits only. Some day, it is to be 
hoped, some wealthy citizen will appreciate 
the edueational work it isMoing, and come 
to its assistance with an endowment which 
shall remove the deficit entirely and relieve 
the conductor as well as the governing 
the mbers of any anxiety on that score. 
usically the orchestra has never been 
in better form, and in no previous season 
has it done better work. It is not likely, 
therefore, that many changes will be made 
its personnel. The same players will 
probably be in their familiar places, and the 
same conductor will lead them in his au- 
thoritative, accomplished, and persuasive 
manner.

The orchestra concerts have now become 
a permanent feature of Chicago’s musical 
enjoyment. Unmarked by sensation, unin- 
fluenced by fashion, and free from the ca- 
prices which disturb opera seasons, the peo- 
ple have come to regard them as something 
upon which they can rely with absolute 
certainty. They know that every concert 
will be given exactly as announced, that not 
a number in the programs, which are all 
in readiness when the season begins, will 
be changed, and that the performances will 
be the best that can be heard in this coun- 
try, if notinthe world. This much Chicago 
owes to its veteran conductor. It will wish

In practical experience the actual ecohomic evils are indeed less than 
are generally supposed, far less indeed than those which are theoretically 
possible. In point of fact monopolies do not often increase the cost of the 
product greatly, since if they do this they will curtail the consumption of 
their goods too much, or their extravagant profits micht often induce new 
competitors to enter the field. | 

The monopolies which are nene létet management have therefore 
kept prices at figures which are not unreasonable, and they often show, as in 
the case of the Standard Oil company and the sugar trust, that there has 
been an actual decrease both in the price of the product and in the cost of the 


manufacture. But there is reason to doubt whether this diminished cost 


is due to monopoly, or is indeed anything like as great as it would be under a 
free system of competition with the improved methods which the progress 
of civilization continually introduces. 

But the political and social effects of monopoly are far more menacing 


to society than its economic results. The great consolidations of capital 


are fast seizing the avenues of power that lead to government control. 
‘When the sugar trust controlled 98 per cent of the production of the 


| country it was idle to say that the remaining 2 per cent could offer any sub- 


stantial competition. And the present tendency is for all these great organ- 


izations to draw closer and closer'to the ideal of a perfect monopoly, though 


none of them has yet entirely reached it. 
‘If this present tendency remains unchecked it is easy to see that each of 
the important branches of manufacture will be controlled by a single com- 
pany, and the people naturally look forward with alarm to the time when In 
each branch of industry a single monopoly shall control the trade. 
Nay, the combinitig anu recombining will not stop even here. A single 
company is likely to control many branches of industry. The department 


store already absorbs nearly all the branches of retail trade. The great 
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Northwest, or the cotton fields of the South, may not in the future share the | 


same fate. The railroads, indeed, have undertaken many other branches of 


industry as feeders for their great lines. The summer hotel business seems | 


to be passing largely into their hands, as well as much of the grain elevator 
business, the shipping and other agencies of transportation. Who can say, 
indeed, what branch of industry may not be the feeder of a railway? 

As the great nations of the globe are becoming fewer and fewer until 
there are four or five at most which control tlie future destinies of mankini, 
80 the tendency of industrial organizations to aggregate is such that 'I ean 

see in fancy four or five great companies which Pca control practically 
the whole output of the country. 


Nay, since all industries are now Wendet united, who can say (it 
the present movement should go on unchecked) that a single gigantic or- 


ganization may not some time control all production? 

This will be a form of socialism, and yet it may not be at all the social- 
ism which fancy pictures in the dreams of the disinherited. 

Most of us would look with great apprehension upon such a radical! 


change in the social order, although we cannot fail to see that many steps 


towards this change have already been taken. Our chief apprehension 
comes from two sour 

First, we realize a inade quate are our government agencies even for 
the smaller problems which confront us in city, State, and natioWal adminis- 
tration. How utterly impotent then will they be for the management of our 
whole industrial life.

resides in the fact that men believe that it will be destructive of individual 
independence; that it will take away a great part of the incentive to exer- 


tion; that it will be fatal to the development of character by making each in- 
dividual, in the words of Governor Pingree, only a single cog or rivet or bar 


in the great machinery of the state, rather than an independent being 
with aims and interests of his own, Has this not already been the effect 


upon the great masses of workmen in many of the vast industries heretofore 
established? Bach laborer has become the producer of an infinitésimal part 


ot some great product. He has been turned from a man into an automaton. 


Will not this be the case in a much greater degree when all society is or-

Every citizen who reads the newspapers spends a portion of each day in 
discussing them. Thus ea@h eye-minded person lives an epic life in the 
age of newspapers. 

The school likewise ennides the citizen to readjust his vocation in an

I told 
him we had succeeded to Spain’s authority in the archipelago; that we pro- 
posed to assert all our rights; and that, on the other hand, I was instructed 
to assure him that the United States would serupulously respect his rights, 
and we should also be scrupulous in our regard for his religion and the 


customs of his people, and that I foresaw no circumstances which. by 


any possibility could ever lead to the interruption of the friendly relations 
which existed between us at that time. 


He reciprocated these expressions of good will. When I suggested, 


further, that we might have an understanding with him along the lines orf 
the Spanish agreement, a copy of ,which I had with me, the agreement 


under which we had lived for xome years before, he immediately acquiesced, 
although he said he would like one or two changes, but if he couldn't get 
them he would be willing to sign anyway. ä 

I recommended to the President that this plan be adopted with 
the Sultan of Sulu, and with the Sultans, datos or chieftains of Mindanao 
and of the southern islands. I recommended it because these chieftairs 
could swing their people. The people renderéd them obedience. I knew it 
would be easier for us to deal with individual hereditary rulers than to deal

the fateful year of 1878. In 1872, the year prior to the collapse, the liabili- 
ties of insolvent debtors aggregated $121,000,000. In 1873 they rose to 
$228,000,000. Including with 1873 the five sneceeding years the total la- 
bilities of insolvent debtors were upward of 81.200, 000, 000. 

Looking backward now it appears a strange coincidence that inl that 
same year—1873—a piece of legislation should have been inaugurated 
which was in after years to save the country from repetition of the in- 
jurious effects of a rapidly depreciating money. In that year the coinage 
laws were revised, and with no comprehension of the great economic conse- 
quence involved in it the unit of value was made to consist of gold, ‘while 


the silver dollar was dropped from the coinage. 


The so-called Sherman act of 1890 required the purchase of not ichs 


than 4,500,000 ounces per month. The total effect of these doings was to 


force into the channels of circulation something more than $500,000,000, 
nominal value, in money, the real value of which in the world’s market is 
now less than one-half that sum. The gregt loss involved in the transac- 
tion has been assumed by the government, as it ought to have been, since it 


is right that the risk and burden of a public folly should be distributed 
over all the people. In 1893 when the repeal of the Sherman law hung

The regulars and militiamen formed 
quickly and charged up the hills. As they 
ascended one of the militiamen, an old man 
with white hair and beard, fell. The charge 
was made dt the Indian center and it broke. 


‘The Indians turned and fell upon the flanks, 


right and left. The Miami escort fled. The 
soldiers captured the sand dunes, but the 
Indians were by that time murdering the 
women and children. Captain Wells saw the 
slaughter of the helpless children. 

Is that your game, butchering women 
and children?” he cried. “ Then I will kill, 
too.” |) 

He galloped toward the camp of the In- 
dians, where their squaws and pappooses 
were. He had not gone far when he was 
wounded. He laid on his horse’s neck and 
turned and fired as fast as he could load his 
pistols. His horse was killed and he was 
seized by the Indians. Two Indian chiefs, 
Winnemeg and Waubansee, went to his res- 
cue. They were supporting him to a place 
of safety when an Indian, Peesotum, gave 
him the coup de grace. 

Some of the Indians were concealed in 4 


| ravine, near where Eighteenth street and 


Prairie avenue intersect. Another desperate 
charge was made and the Indians were 
driven from the ravine. The troops sucoeed- 

ed in reaching a knoll a little to the south- 
west of the ravine. The Indians still sur- 
rounded them, and in the hopelessness of the 


struggle Captain Heald, who was wounded © 


in the hip, offered to surrender when the 
Indians called on him to do so. Peresh Le- 
clerc, a half- breed boy, who acted as in- 


| terpreter, was sent to propose the terms of 


capitulation. The Indians agreed to spare 
the lives of all the prisoners. 


THE COWARDLY DOCTOR. 

The fighting occupied only a short space 
of time. The account of Mrs. Helm is that 
it continued only a few minutes, but it was 
marked with many acts of heroism. She 
remained near the wagons on the beach. In 
her graphic account as recorded in Wau- 
bun,” a historical novel by Mrs. John H. 
Kinzie published in 1844, she says: 

“When I felt that my hour had come 
and was preparing myself for my fate, Dr. 
Van Voorhis came up. He was badly 
wounded. His horse was shot under him 
and he had received a ball in his leg. Every 
muscle of his face was quivering with the 
agony of terror. He said to me: 

Po you think they will take our lives? 
I am badly wounded, but I think not mor- 
tally. Perhaps we might purchase our 
lives by promising a large reward. Do you 


think there is any chance?’ 


„„ Dr. Van Voorhis,’ said I, do not let 
us waste the few minutes that yet remain 
to us in such vain hopes. Our fate is in- 
evitable. In a few minutes we must ap- 
pear before the bar of God. Let us make | 
what preparation is yet in our power.’ 

„„O, I cannot die!’ he exclaimed. ‘Iam, 
not fit to die—if I had but a short time to 
prepare—death is awful.’ 

“IT pointed to Ensign Ronan, who, though 
mortally wounded and nearly down, was 
still fighting with desperation on one knee.

BLACK PARTRIDGE'S ACT: | 
The incident of the fight that is recorded 


$n the figures of the bronze group of the 


massacre monument is thus related by Mrs. 
Helm, who is represented as the central 
figure of the group: 

“at this moment a young Indian raised his 
tomahawk at me. By springing aside I 
avoided the blow, which was intended for my 
skull, but which fell on my shoulder. I 
seized him around the neck, and, while ex- 
erting my utmost efforts to get possession 
of his scapling knife, which hung in a scab- 
bard over his breast, I was dragged from 
his grasp by another and an older Indian. 
The latter bore me struggling and resisting 
toward the lake. Notwithstanding the rapid- 
ity with which I was hurried along, I recog- 
nized as I passed them the remains of the 
unfortunate surgeon, Dr. Van Voorhis. 
Some murderous tomahawk had stretched 
him upon the spot where I had last seen him. 

„1 was immediately plunged into the 
water, and held with a forcible hand, not- 
withstanding my resistance. I soon per- 
ceived, however, that the object of my cap- 


tor was not to drown me, for he held mein 


such @ position as to place my head above 
the water. This reassured me, and, regard- 
ing him attentively, I soon recognized, in 
spite of the paint with which he was dis- 


guised. Black Partridge. 
„When the firing had nearly subsided my 


— — 


| ducted me up the sand banks. It was a burn- 


ing August morning, and walking through 
the sand in my drenched condition was pain- 
ful and fatiguing. I stooped and took off my 
shoes to free them from the sand with which 
they were nearly filled, when a squaw 
seized them and bore them off, and I was 
forced to proceed without them. 
When we had gained the prairie (at about 
Twelfth street) I was met by my stepfather 
(John Kinzie), who told me that my husband 
was safe, but slightly wounded. They led 
me gently back toward the Chicago River, 
along the southern bank of which (at State 
street) was the Pottawattomie camp. At 


‘one time I was placed on a horse without a 


saddle, but, finding the motion insupport- 
able, I sprang off. Supported partly. by my 
kind conductor, Black Partridge, and partly 


by another Indian, Peesotum, who held 


dangling in his hand a scalp, which by the 


black ribbon around the queue I recognized 


as that of Captain Wells, I dragged my faint- 
ing steps to one of the wigwams. - 

„The whites had surrendered after the 
loss of about two-thirds of their number. 
They had stipulated through the interpreter, 
Peresh Leclerc, for the preservation of their 
lives and of those of the remaining women 
and children, and for their delivery at some 
of the British posts, unless ransomed by 


| traders in the Indian country. It appears 


that the wounded prisoners weré not con- 
sidered as included in the stipulation, and a 
horrible scene ensued on their being brought 


into camp. An old squaw, infuriated by the 


loss of friends, or excited by the sanguinary 
scenes around her, seemed possessed by a 
demoniac ferocity. She seized a stable fork, 


and assaulted one miserable victim, who 


lay groaning and writhing in the agony of 
his wounds, which were aggravated by the 
scorching beams of the sun. With a delicacy 
of feeling scarcely to have been expected un- 
der such circumstances, Wabeeneemah, a 
chief from the Illinois River, stretched a 
mat across two poles between me and the 
dreadful scene. I was thus spared in some 
degree a view of its horrors, although I could 
not entirely close my ears to the cries of the 
sufferer.”’ 

In his report of the fight, Captdh Heald 
said: 

“Our strength was about fifty-four regu- 
lars and twelve militia, out of which twenty- 
six regulars and twelve militia were killed in 
action, with two women and Ive chil- 
dren. Ensign George Ronan an 
Van Voorhis of my company, with Captain 
Wells of Fort Wayne, to my great sorrow, 
are numbered among the dead. Lieutenant 
Linai T. Helm, with twenty-five non-commis- 
sioned officers and privates, and eleven wom- 
en and children, were prisoners when we sép- | 
arated.“ 


FATE OF PRISONERS. 
The survivors, who were scattered ne 


the fighting, were brought together again 


at the Pottawatomie camp. Mrs, Heald 
had been wounded six times and thought 


her husband had been killed when she was : 


brought into the camp a prisoner. Mrs. 


Helm alse was reunited with her husband 


at the Indian camp. These two officers, 
with their wives, escaped from captivity by 
purchasing their freedom, The other prison- 
ers were taken to the Fox River by the 
Indians and distributed among the Indians 
as. servants. 


a French trader from the Indians. They 
were taken by General Proctor, the Eng: 
lish commandant, to whom General Hull 
surrendered, and sent to Quebec as pris 
oners. 

From the meager details relating te 
these prisoners the following is gathered. 
from the Niles Weekly Register, June 4, 
1814: 

“John Neads, one of the prisoners, died 
among the Indians. He was formerly of . 
Virginia. 

Hugh 3 an Irishman, was toma- 
hawked and put to death, he not being able 
to walk from wounds. 

„August Mott, a German, killed in 
same manner. 

„Private Nelson, formeriy of 
frozen to death while a captive. 

“Mrs. John Neads, died of hunger and 
cold while a prisoner. Her child was killed. 

* Phelim Corbin and his wife were both 
tomahawked to death. James Corbin, @ 
brother of Phelim, died fighting.” 


Ot the militia men there is little informa- . 


tion. The reports of Captain Heald con- 
tain no detailed information ofthem. There 
were only twelve and every one of them 
died a soldiers death. John Burns, who 
lived on the north side of the river, and 
Lee of Hardscrabble were among 2 
The other are nameless heroes. 

One of the episodes of the fight was the 
duel between Naunongee, a chief of the 
Calumet village, and Sergeant Hays. This 
Indian had received many favors from 
Hays, but during the fight he singled out 


this soldier for his victim. Hays was a 


man of great strength and daring, and his 
scalp was a desirable trophy. Naunongee 
shot Hays through the body and rushed 
upon him to scalp him. Hays had fallen, 


but when he saw the ungrateful Naunongeé > 


coming at him with scalping knife he raised 
himself and pierced the chief with his 
bayonet. The two warriors fell and clutch- 
ing each other they expired. 

The greater part of the romantic inci- 
dent attaching to the terrible affair clings to 
the memory of Ensign George Ronan. He 
was attached to the First Regiment, U. 
S. A., and shortly after his graduation from 


“West Point was sent to Fort Dearborn. He 


was tall, athletic, and handsome. He was 
a skillful horseman, a crack shot, and some- 
what particular about his personal ap- 

and he had the disposition of a 
light-hearted boy.. 
to evacuate the fort he boldly opposed the 
decision of his superior officer. When the 
garrison was marching out on the fateful 
morning, the Indians, to whom the beef cat- 
tle of the post had been given, were killing 
them as if they were a herd of deer in 


“I would go where you would not dare 
to show your face,“ he said to his Captain 
with fine disrespect to superior authority. 
He was as fearless in action as he was in 
speech, as the story of his death attests, 
When mortally wounded and brought to 
his knees he kept on fighting. 


Black Partridge, who saved the life of 


Mrs. Helm, was before that time friendly 
to the whites. He aided in bringing about 
the treaty of Grenville in 1809 and was given 
a silver medal by President Madison. The 
day before the evacuation of the fort he 
gave the medal to Captain Heald, saying

HELD BEST IN THE WORLD? 


Workings of the Law and Tribunal De- 
scribed by a Probation Officer—Bad 
Conditions Immediately Preceding 
Enactment of the Statute Being 
Remédied—Truant School and Some 
Other Adjuncts Needed for More 
Perfectly Carrying Out en

The Juvenile Court, with its power of parole and 
of deciding upon places of committal, its probation 
officers and its indeterminate sentence, makes 
possible new methods for control of juvenile de- 


- Jinquents which shall really save them from crim-

The ablehnt of the Juvenile Court and the 
passage of the law for the establishment of parent- 
al schools are the most important features in the 
School work.

This act shall be construed liberally to the end 


that its purpose shall be carried out—towit: that 


the care, custody, and discipline of the child shall 
a@pbroximate, as nearly as may de, that which 
should oe given by its parents; and that in all 
cases where it can be properly done, the child shall 
be pleced in an approved family home and become 
A member of the family by legal adoption, or other- 
wise.—Section 21 of the act. 


It is now generally recognized that any 
method adopted for the repression. preven- 
tion, or punishment of juvenile delinquency 
is outworn and ineffective unless it seeks to 
remove adverse personal and social condi- 
tions as far as possibile, and to decide what 
shall be done in the interest of each child 
offender. 

Toward these unfortunate children, it is 
conceded by all students of questions of re- 
form and of prevention of delinquency, the 
state comes to stand in loco parentis, its 
laws framed not so much to punish any 
stated offétise, but with that wider vision’ 


' which seeks measures that shall restrain and 


restore the offender. Methods to this end 
fall into three channels, though these com- 
mingle somewhat: Educative, admonitive, 
and punitive. Approved educational insti- 
tutions for corrective work are properly con- 
@ucted parental schools, industrial, and re- 
form schools.. The best admonitive method 
4s that which provides that a magistrate bey 
fore whom a delinquent is brought may lec- 
ture and warn the child and let him go under 
friendly official sufveiNance. Where ad- 
monition alone fs tried, the child returning 
unguarded to his old environment, it is not 
found that any change? ordinarily is effected. 

When punishment is resorted to the alterna- 
tivesM@re fine, corporal chastisement, and 
imprifonment. With the second of these we 
were done when flogging in the public schools 
was forbidden. Until the establishment of 
the Juvenile Court fines imposed in the police 
and justice courts, worked out in the bride- 
well. if not paid, were the 2 form of 
punishment for the petty offenses of the ju- 
Walle delinquent in Chicago. 


Conditions Corrected by New Law. 

We have not begun too soon to try the 
newer methods. When the Legislative com- 
mittee of the Chicago Bar association went 
to the Forty-first Geriefal Assembly with the 
bill whieh Judge Harvey B. Hurd Had 
framed, entitled An act to regulate the 
treatment and centro! of dependent, neglect- 
ed, and delinguént children,“ this commit- 
tee could show that there had been in Chi+ 
cago during the previous year 508 arrests 
of childrén under 10 years of age, and 15,191 

of “young persons between 10 and 20 
years. Of these “ young persons 991 were 
recorded as “ young is and 1,224 as 
young boys.“ Unless 1 Was found these 


children were locked up in police stations 


until their cates were disposed of in police 
court. Often the arrests were on such tri- 
fling charges as flipping cars, throwing mud, 
gibdiiig peddlers or policemen. If a boy were 
bound over to the grand jury it was shown 
that he might have lain in Cook County Jail 
unindicted and untried for weeks, sometimes 
for months; yet, if set free because no in- 
dietment was found, it was difficult for him 
to find work, because he hid been in jail.”’ 
Everywhere, in places of confinement and in 
transit. there was little division of juveniles 
from adult criminals, and by act and word 
these hardened derelicts filled the boys with 
that unwholesome contempt of law and so- 
cial observaiice which is at the bottom of 
every criminal career. 

For the same year (1898) the report of the 
House of Correction upon boys in the John 
Worthy School showed 704 under the age of 
10 years, serving 31,628 days, an increase 
over 1807 of 6,420 days, and 14,131 days over 
1896. Of. these 704 boys, thirty-six were 
under 10 years of age, fifty-one were from 
10 to 11 years, seventy-two were 11 to 12 
Tears, 115 were 12 to 18 years, 144 were 13 to 
I years, 157 were 14 to 15 years, 208 were 15 
to 10 years. When it is remembered that 
many justices let boys go scot-free rather 
than send them to the John Worthy School, 
which at that time had not separated chil- 
Gren from adults outside of school hours, 
it can be estimated how large was the actual 
Humber Of juvenile délinquents, and, as 
many of these boys were serving second, 
and even fifth sentences, it 
may be admitted that they were not wisely 
‘handled.

( _ Workings of the Act. 


The bill passed the Senate on March 3, 
2899, the House on April 14, was approved 
April 21, and became operative on July 1. 
Cases under the act may be tried in any 
County of Circuit Court in the State, but 
there is a provision that in cities having 500,- 


“000 or more inhabitants there shall be estab- 


dished a separate court, to be known as the 
#uvenile Court,“ which shail, be presideti 
over by a Judge of the Circuit Court chosen 


. By the Judges of that court. 


The Judges of the Circuit Court of Cook 
County selected Judge Richard 8, Tuthill to 
Preside over the Juvenile Court. influenced 
aoubtiess by his previous record as the un- 
fwearying friend of the waif and street boy. 
Four days later the Juvenile Court of Cook 
County was opened, and the first cases under 
the act were tried. The summary of work of 
the court for the nine months from July 5, 
3890, to April 1, 1900. shows: Number of ses- 
sions of court, 140; number of cases docketed, 
1,614; total number of hearings of court, 
2.146. Save for two weeks’ vacation in mid- 
summer Judge Tuthill has presided at all 
eéssions of the court. Cases of dependent

Monday; Wednesday, and Friday afternoons.

A setond resource of the court is to com- 
mit to one of the industrial or training 
schools as a dependent, a course: pursued 
where the child has no chance of well-doing 


at home, and has not yet built up a record 


as a persistent offender. The pena! insti- 
tutions to which children can be committed 
from this county are the John Worthy 
School for Boys and the State Home for 
Juvenile Female Offenders at Geneva. The 
House of the Good Shepherd in Chica 
also receives delinquent girls. Committals 
of boys to the State Reformatory at Pon- 
tiac must be by way of the grand jury 
and the Criminal Court. 
The following has been the disposition of 
the dependent and neglected children’s cases 
for the nine months: Committed to the II- 
linols School of Agriculture and Manual 
Training for Boys (Glenwood), 81; St. * & 
Training School for Boys (Peehanville), 84 
the Illinois Industrial Schools Yor Girls, 55; 
the Chicago Industrial School for Girls, 55: 
the Visitation and Aid society, 62; the II- 
Unois Children's Home and Aid“ society. 36; 
Guardian Angel's Orphan Asytum, 26; St. 
Vincent's Infent Asylum, 13; ertcan Home 
Finding association, 7; Home for the Friend- 
less (temporarily); 26; Chicago Orphan 
Asylum, 6: Chicago Foundlings’ Home, 2; 
to societies and individuals for adoption, 15. 


The disposition of delinquent children’s | 


cases has been: Released to parents and 
other relatives, in charge of probation of- 
ficers, 765; committed to the John Worthy 
School, 378; sent to Pontiac, 18; to State 
Home OF Juvenile Female Offenders, 32: 
to House of the Good Shepherd, 14; held 
to grand jury, 28. The eighteen sent di- 
rectly to Pontiac from the court have been 
recalled and otherwise disposed of. There 
have been released from the John Worthy 
School 190 boys,most of whom have also been 

placed in care of probation officérs. The 
als to the school have been twenty- 
one. 

‘ Interesting provisions of the law are those 
governing the placing of children in in- 
stitutions and with associations. The child 
made a ward of a person or association may 
be placed in an approved family home, 
“with or without indenture,” or, with con- 
sent of the court, may be adopted. All in- 
stitutions and associations receiving chil- 
dren are subject to the same visitation, 
inspection, and supervision of the Board 
of State Commissioners of Public Chari- 
ties as the public charitable institutions of 
the State, and they are also to be visited 
by Boards of County Visitors appointed 
under this act. They are to file with the 
Board of State Commissioners of Public 
Charities an annual report, the secretary 
of the board is to furnish Judges sitting un- 
der the act with a list of associations which 
have filed such report, and no child may 
4 committed to an institution failing to 

e it. 

Powers of Probation Officers. 
There remains one other important inno- 
vation in methods under this act—the pro- 
vision for probation officers and the power 
vested in them. These officers are appoint- 
ed by the Judge of the Juvenile Court, serve 
during his pleasure, without compensation 
from the public treasury, and their duties 
are: To make such investigation in any case 
as the court may require; to represent the 
child in court (the shyster lawyers, who 
have battened upon the distress of poverty- 
stricken mothers, have been swept out of 
court under this act and by Judge Tuthill’s 
resolute dealing with them); to furnish such 
information and assistance as the Judge 
may require; and to take charge of children 
paroled in their care. Judge Tuthill has 
commissioned ninety-one probation officers, 
but few of these render regular daily-service. 
Many have taken commissions for the pur- 
pose of looking’ after one or more specific 
cases, while a number serve in connection 
with institutions and associations, taking 
only the cases of those children who are 
likely to come to them. Each of the police 


courts furnishes .one or more policemen, 


who are cotmmissionéd probation officers 

also: and the twenty-one truant agents of 

the compulsory department of the public 

a are among those holding commis- 
ons. 

Of the 1,235 delinquent children with 
whose cases the court has dealt in these 
nine months considerably more than one- 
half (765) have been paroled and placed in 
charge of probation officers. This is the in- 
tent of the law, the point of departure from 
legislative precedent, and of this Judge Tut- 
hill avails himself whenever he finds it pos- 
sible. To give a boy another chance in his 
own home, to help him begin again a nor- 


mal boy's life, as though he had not taken 
some t steps in a criminal career, 
is the work of a probation officer. 


To this end the officer seeks to es- 


tablish cordial relations with the parents of 


the paroled boy, to slip into the position of 
a family friend, to check the recurrence of 
lawlessness on the part of the boy with as 
little exercise as possible of the authority 
which the court confers. To this end a study 
of each boy is necessary—his temperament, 
his physical condition, his mental and moral 
development, the personal habits that are 
a drag upon him. In this connection it may 
be said that both Judge and officers have 


‘learned that it is practically hopeless to ex- 


pect satisfactory results where a boy is a 
confirmed cigaret smoker. If the boy is 
under 14 years of age his school life must be 
made the most of. For the boy over 14 years 
of age, whose parents cannot keep him longer 
in school, work must be found. 

The real problem of the probation officer is 
with the child whose parents hinder and dis- 
courage tlie officer’s work, in the homes that 
are not homes. The question of the wisdom 
of leaving the child in the home where drunk- 
enness and other forms of vicious living 
prevail, in homes where there is insufficient 
and unwholesome food, and lack of decent 
living-rooms, is a constantly recurring one. 
There is the other sort of home, too, where 
the standard of goodness: in the child is 
what he brings home, and where it is plain 
that the child is a thief because he or she 


dare not go home without money or its 


equivalent; as, when a mother pleaded be- 
fore Judge Tuthill with tears to have her 
„good boy sent home, the boy a Market 
street a wy thief, and eighteen stolen 
chickens being at that moment in the base- 
ment of her house. To try to keep a child 
at home, and to help even such families as 
these to a better standard, is worth while. 


Truant School Is Needed. 


The first and great need for better admin- 
istration is the establishment of a truant 
school: The court cannot deal at all satis- 
factorily with the boy whp has become a 
persistent truant but who has not violated 
statute or ordinance. Superintendent Bo- 
dine of the compulsory department says 
that there are today 200 habitual truants in 
Chicago, whom nefther parénts nor truant 
officers can keep in school. The Juvenile 
Court cannot do what the act contemplates 
in restraint of delinquency until some place 
of confinement other than one connected 
with penal institutions is provide). 

Many things which this act contemplates 
cannot be done because the court is not yet 
provided with the machinery for doing 
them. Perhaps the most important of these, 
after the truant school, is a permanent 
place for the temporary detention of chil- 
dren until their cases are disposed.of. The 

esent temporary home. in a cottage on 
Fo noré street, is managed as well as possi- 
ble by the Rev. A. C. Dodd, superintendent 
for the Dlinois Industrial association, but is 
unsatisfactory, as all makeshifts must be. 

In this Juvenile Court act the State of III 
nois has entered upon an experiment that 
is attracting widespread interest, as 1. 
shown by communications from all direc- 
tions received by officers of the court, No 
law concerning young delinquents compares 
in éffectiveness with this act. The proba- 
tion law of Massachusetts—the best of any 
in the United States beside this, perhaps— 
is not nearly so far-reaching or so thorough 
in. detail. The first offenders act of Great 
Britain, 1887, is practically worthless, be- 
cause it contains no provision for looking 
afte? the child, who fs admonished and dis- 
missed. Having takén this vantage ground 
for the restraint and reform of youthful of- 
fenders, it would seem anything further 
necessary for carrying on the work ought 
not. to be withheld. }

“ARCHER ROAD.” | 
One of the first two country roads laid out 


by the early citizens of Chicago be ins with- - 


in the boundaries of the Second Ward. In 
1881 the Court of County Commissioners de- 
cided that a road should be built from the 
Town of Chicago the nearest and best way 
to the house of Widow Brown on Hickory 
Oreek. In laying out this road the “‘ view- 
ers followed the old Hubbard trail to 
Danville,” which in turn was but a con- 
tinuation of an even older Indian trail. In 
1836, when the agitation for a canal was at 
its height, the road ta- Widow Brown's 
was greatly improved and pat into good con- 
dition from Chicago to Lockport at a cost | 
of $40,000. One of the Canal Commissioners 
under whose direction the road was im- 
proved was Colonel William B. Archer, after 
whom the newly improved road was re- 
named Archer road.“ It was pointed out 
at the time that Colonel Archer had much 
property in Lockport, which would be bene- 
fited by the improvement of the road, and 
charges were made that the work was not 
done in good faith. However that may be, 
the fact remains that in the present Archer 
avenue the Second Ward has one of the 
most historic thoroughfares in the city, 
while the fact that Archer avenue bids de- 


fiance to all the points of the compass and 
wanders through the country at its own 
free will is explained when ft is remembered 
that it is simply a continuation of an old 
Indian trail. 

A similar state of affairs explains why 
Cottage Grove avenue runs diagonally 
through the city, commencing in the Second 


Ward. It was originally the old Indian trail ° 


to the east, over which the Indians of Mich- 


igan and Ohio passed on their way to fight 


with or against their brothers of the Illini. | | 


Originally this trail followed as closely as 
possible the shore of the lake, being separat- 
ed from it only by the great dunes of hil- 
locks of sand which in early days stood as 


a barrier between the lake and the prairie.. 


Since the trail to the east was laid out, also, 
much land has been stolen from the lake 
and the western shore has moved some dis- 


‘tanee to the east, as is shown by the dotted 


Une on the map, ot the present shore line. 

At the corner of Twenty-second street and 
Calumet avenue, in the Second Ward, stand 
the present buildings 6f the old Dearborn 
Seminary, the oldest private school for girls 
im the city, and practically the first ever 
established in the city. Organized in 1854, 
the Dearborn Seminary occupied a building 
on Wabash avenue until the time of the 
great fire of 71, and has for many years 
since been located in its present quarters. 
As it was for years the only high-class 


school for girls-in the city, it was natural } 


that hundreds of young women now prom- 


inent should be among its graduates, To. 


those interested in educational matters there 
are few institutions oF more interest in the 
city. 

In the Second Ward are also loca tind some 
of the most beautiful and most prominent 
churches in the city, to say nothing of the 
great tabernacle where Dr.“ John Dowie 
weekly preaches to the hosts of his new 
“Zion.” Down at Dearborn and Twenty- 
fourth streets is a large and flourishing group 


of medical colleges, hospitals; and dispen-. | 


saries, where poor patients may have free 
medicine and attendance. Just north He 
the so-called Bad Lands,“ a quarter large- 
ly given up to disreputables driven out of 
the old levee by the pressure of the 
business’ district. Still farther to thé north 
is the Bast Side Italian quarter, where the 
sons of the land of Michael Angelo live in 
crowded tenements. Between Twenty-sec- 
ond and Twenty-fourth streets, close to the 
tracks of the Illinois Central, is the site of 
one of the two first cemeteries ever regu- 
larly laid out in Chicago. 


HAUNT OF RUSKIN IN VENICE. | 


House Where He Was Accustomed to 
Stay in the City’s Latin 5 
Quarter.

Now that Ruskin is dead, Venice, ever with 
an eye to the tourist, may make more of the 
house where he always staid when in that 
city. At present, little or no account is taken 
of the place. The guide book refers to it 
casually at the foot of a long list of Venice 
hotels and lodging-houses as follows: La

menta della Zaltere, 782; convenient for vis- 
itors to the academy and frequented by 
artists—unpretending.” 

Under such conditions few tourists patron- 
izé La Calcina.’’ Only enthusiasts to 
whom a haunt of John Ruskin’s” afte 
words to conjure with take the trouble to 
look up the spot. The Fondomenta delle 
Zaltere is the Latin Quarter of Venice. It 
turns its back upon the fashion and frivolity 
of the Grand Canal and faces the democratic 
Giudecca. The house, La Cilcina,”’ is a fine 
bit of ruin, with a small court in deep shadow 
and hanging vines.

FINANCIAL RISKS.. 

The estimated cost of forty miles of the 
road, for the tunnels, cuttings, 
viaducts, etc., is 165,000,000 francs—roughly 
speaking, $83,000,000. The city was author- 
ized by law to contract such a loan, to be 
entirely repaid within seventy-five years, at 
a rate of interest, including payments into 
the sinking fund, etc., not to exceed 3 per 
cent. This loan is secured by a levy of one 
cent upon every second-class ticket, either 
single or return, except the school ticket 
mentioned above, and two cents upon every 
first-class ticket sold by the company.

Antoinette Parsons. The latter is harmoni- 
ous, full of rich coloring, firm in design, and 
a work showing the artist has risen above 
the mediocrity of the majority of her con- 
temporaries. 

The Convalescente,“ by Trocy, in Gallery 
25. is full of sentiment sincerely studied. 

In Gallery 26 there is only one striking 
work, a portrait of an old peasant, by Thur- 
ner. ;

It Flas-a Plethora of State 
Prisoners Who Are 
Not Wanted. 


KRUGER’S ESCAPE:

_PASHA’S FATE. 


ARABI 


TATE prisoners are a nuisance. The 
British government has experienced 
so much of unpleasantness of one 
kind and another with General Cron- 
je that one can readily understand 
the extraordinary escape from capture of 


the Presidents of the two Boer republics at | 


Kriegsfontein the other day. The English 
had no desire whatsoever to take either of 
them, and any British officer who had 
brought them to Lord Roberts’ headquar- 
ters as prisoners of war would have been 
cursed rather than blesséd for his pains. 
reason to believe 
that the English deliberately avoided the op- 
portunity which presented itself to them of 
capturing not only Steyn but also Oom Paul 
Kruger. The fact of the matter is that 
the British government would have been 
more embarrassed than pleased if they had 
fallen into English hands. Lord Salisbury 
would have been forced to ship them off to 
St. Helena and to house and board them 
there on a still more luxurious and costly 
scale than General Cronje, with the by no 
means pleasant conviction that by confining 
the Boer Chief Magistrates on the island 
it was endowing two men witb not only a 
species of halo or martyrdom but likewise 
with some of the romantic interest which 
the great Napoleon derived from his cap- 
tivity in St. Helena. From an English point 
of view it would be infinitely preferable that 
the Presidents of the Orange Free State and 
of the Transvaal should escape capture, and 
become mere fugitives, which would deprive 
them of the prestige which they would in- 
evitably acquire as prisoners of stace. 

Unless I am much mistaken directions 
were secretly issued from Washington at 
the close of the civil war in this country to 
avoid capturing Jefferson Davis. Time and 
again he could have been taken by the 
union troops, who, however, made no at-. 
tempt to arrest him. He was finally taken 
prisoner by a blundering officer, who either 
had not received, or who had else not un- 
derstood, the confidential instructions from 
the Secretary of War, and who was roundly 
abused instead of rewarded for his pains. 
The President of the defunct confederacy 
was imprisoned for a time at Fortress Mon- 
roe, and then was quietly let go without 
further punishment. There is no doubt 
that the cause of the union would, how- 
ever, have been better served had Davis ef- 
fected his escape to Europe without im- 
pediment. 


I have in my life known three prison 
of state. As a boy I accompanied my father 
to Wilhelmshihe in 1870 and was presented 
for the first time to Emperor Napoleon III., 
who was in gilded captivity there. I have 
known both Arabi and Sami Pashas in Cey- 


“jon, to which island they had been deported 


after the close of the Egyptian insurrection 
of 1882, and the bombardment of Alexan- 
dria and the battle of Tel-el-Heber,. and 
last, but not least, I have enjoyed a some- 


thing more than ordinary acquaintance with 


Zobehr, the former Emperor of the Soudan 
and the representative in Egypt of the 
Grand Master of the Senoussi, who, during 
the course ef Lord Wolseley's Nile cam- 
paign to rescue Gordon in 1884-’85, was sud- 
denly seized one night at his residence in 
Alexandria by English soldiers, hurried on 
board a British cruiser lying in port, which 
within a quarter of an hour after his ar- 
rival quietly slipped its moorings and 
steamed off to Gibraltar, where Zobehr re- 
mained in captivity as a prisoner of state 
for several years, until permitted to return 
to Egypt. I hear that he has lately even 
gone back to Khartum. 

My recollection of Napoleon at Wilhelms- 
héhe is somewhat dimmed by time. Thir- 
ty years have elapsed since then. But, be- 
ing fond of.my father, he was kind to me, 
amazed me by the excellence of his Eng- 
lish and his ‘knowledge of the great public 
school which I had recently left, and gave 
me the impression of being an exceedingly 
sick and weary man, who was resigned to 


his fate, and, on the whole, rather relieved ° 


that his troubles and worries as a sovereign 
were over. The palace which served as his 
prison was the magnificent abode which had 
been the headquarters of his uncle Jerome, 
husband of Elizabeth Patterson of Balti- 
more, during his reign as King of West- 


-phalia. The cuisine was perfect, and, inas- 


much as the Emperor was surrounded by 
the officers of his household and waited upon 
by his own French body servants, there was 
nothing to convey the idea that he was un- 
der restraint, save the German sentinels 
and patrols which kept watch around the 
Walls and entrances of the grounds at every 
point. Napoleon disappointed me by his 
absence of majesty and by his abbreviated 
stature and short legs, and I could not help 
comparing him, to his disadvantage, with 
his cousin, Prince .Jerome Napoleon, who 
was tall and stately, with the head and fea- 
tures of a Roman Cesar, and a cynical, hu- 
morous. sarcastic, and sometimes coarse 
way of discussing things, which was extraor- 
dinarily amusing. Jerome had a trick, how- 
ever, which was most disconcerting, and 
which was due, I was informed, to liver 
trouble. It was this: He yawned on an av- 
erage every two minutes, no matter with 
whom he was conversing, and this used to 
set me, as well as many other persons, 
yawning in sympathy. The Emperor's trick 
was that of dropping his eyes to such an ex- 
tent that one almost thought that he was 
asleep and then suddenly raising them to 
stare at one. 1 


Troublesome Pashas. 


With regard to Arabi and Sami Pashas, I 
had known them both in Egypt prior to the 
insurrection of 1882, and before being de- 
ported to Ceylon. Arabi was a great hulk- 
ing big fellow, with rounded shoulders, and 
the most honest pair of dark brown eyes 
that it was possible to conceive. He was 
a typical Fellaheen, or, Egyptian peasant, 
with a dash of the Arab, and possessed of all 
the obstinacy, the narrowness of intellectual 
vision, and the bigotry of his class. He had 
been taught from his childhood that the 

terrible oppression to which the Egyptian 

peasantry was subjected by the revenue 
officials—taxes being extorted often twice 
over by means of the Kourbash and the 
Bastinado—was in order to pay the infidel 
(Christian) bondholders and usurers, and 
‘that if the latter were driven out of the 
country, not only would a service be ren- 
dered to Allah and to his prophet, but like- 
wise the peasantry would be relieved of all 
further financial obligations, of all mort- 
gages andtaxes. That was his understand- 
ing in heading the insurrection, his zea) be- 
ing fostered by gross injustice to which he 
personally had been subjected by his su- 
perior officers. 

Sami was an entirely different type of 
man, a fair-haired, blue-eyed, blonde- 
mustached, and polished scoundrel of the 
deepest dye, who was the real instigator of 


the tebellion and who made a tool of poor, 
simple 


Arabi. Having reason to suspect 

his wife, he not only killed her, but like- 
vise her mother, her chief eunuch, as well 
as the friend whom he regarded as his be- 
trayer, and likewise had his hands stained 
with the blood of the poor Mouffetish, Khe- 
dive Ismail’s famous Minister of Finance. 
Ismail having learnt through the treachery 
of Blum, the Austrian Secretary of the 
Mouffetish, that the latter was about to 
make a clean breast of the somber mysteries 
of Egyptian finance to the International 
Commission of Inquiry assembled at Cairo, 
invited the ill-fated Minister to a supper on 
board his yacht, which was moored on the 
Nile just off the palace of Gezireh. The 
Khedive and his sons left the vessel when 
the supper was over.

ingly seized Zobehr at the Senussi agency 
at Alexandria and shipped him off to Gib- 
raltar, where he was detained as a pris- 
oner of state for three years, without any 
form of trial or even court-martial, — ; 


Other Noted Prisoners. 


Among other state prisoners of Great Brit- 
ain have been the Maharajah Dhuleep Singh, 
ex-King of the Punjab, to whom the Eng- 
lish government paid an annuity of a quar-. 
ter of a million dollars, his captivity taking 
the form of not being allowed to travel east 
of the Isthmus of Suez. Then there has been 
King Theebaw of Burmah, who died some 
time ago in the neighborhood of Madras, 
where he was detained as a prisoner of state. 
The ex-King of Oudh received as a prisoner 
of state an annuity of $600,000 and had his 
liberty restricted to the city limits of Cal- 
cutta. The last of the Grand Moguls « 
as a state prisoner at Rangoon, to which he 


had been deported at the close of the great 


Indian mutiny. 

England has had several other deposed 
Indian and south African rulers under more 
or less costly detention as prisoners of state, 

‘including the Kings of Benin and Ashanti 
from the west coast of Africa,. while France 
has a whole batch of Oriental and African 
potentates in gilded captivity, including the 
ex-Queen of Madagascar, the ex-Emperor of 
Anam, both of whom are detained in Algeria, 
while the ex-King of Dahomey is, I believe, 
under restraint on the Isle de France, a 
burden to the treasury of France, which, al- 
though a republic, still has monarchs on its 
pay roll. 

Soon the United States will be confronted

The best authorities say there are 100,000 
acres of undeveloped peat bog in Ontario, 
principally in the Counties of Perth, Wel- 
land, and Essex. The largest area lies in 
the County of Perth, eight miles north of 
the City of Stratford, on the’ Grand Trunk 
railway. Here is a swamp of 40,000 acres, 
with a depth of peat bog that varies from 
a foot to twenty feet. 

The process of manufacture is as follows: 
The peat is cut and air dried, after which it 
is pulverized by being passed through a 
picker, and automatically de ted in a 


hopper, which feeds a steel tube about two 
inches in diameter and fifteen inches long. 
The pulverized peat is forced through this 
tube by pressure and formed into cylindrical 
blocks three inches in length and almost 
equal in density to anthracite coal. The fuel 
is non-friable and weatherproof by reason 
of its solidity and the extreme glaze im- 
parted to it by frictional contact with form-
